The Interpretation:— ** Heaven," says Web- 
ster's International Dictionary, is a * * place of 
supreme happiness or great comfort; perfect 
felicity; bliss; a sublime or exalted condition." 
** Kingdom," says the same authority, means 
"supreme in power." The kingdom of heaven 
is nothing more or less than that supreme in power 
that leads to perfect health, happiness and pros- 
perity, and the only supreme in power that can 
lead us to it is knowledge. But Christ said, * * I 
will give unto thee the keys" to that long-wanted 
knowledge. We all know what the word key 
means. It means that which serves to unlock, 
discover, or solve something difficult. The fol- 
lowing words of the Bible are one of the keys: 
Gal. i : ^0. — *' Which things are an allegory." 
This key unlocks the way to that exalted con- 
dition of happiness that Adam and Eve enjoyed 
in the Garden of Eden, by telling us that the 
story of the creation and of Adam and Eve and 
the serpent is an allegory. An * * allegory, " says 
Webster's International Dictionary, is ** a figur- 
ative sentence or discourse in which the principal 
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subject is described by another subject re- 
sembling it in its properties and circumstances. 
The real subject is thus kept out of view, and 
we are left to collect the intentions of the writer 
or speaker by the resemblance of the secondary 
to the primary subject/' 



THE SECOND KEY 

St Matt. IS : Si. — '' All these things spake 
Jesus unto the multitude in parables, and with- 
out a parable spake He not tmto them/' 

The Interpretation: — The parables of Christ 
are a perfect key to that supreme happiness that 
existed in the Garden of Eden, for Christ spoke 
the same in the parables; yet in another sense 
they are not parables. For instance, Christ 
said, ' ' A prophet has no honor in his own coun- 
try or among his own kin." The answer to the 
parable is genius driven from home, thrown into 
prison, and burned at the stake. Yet Christ 
spoke no parable, for a prophet is a genius. 



THE THIRD KEY 

/ Tim. 6 : m—*'0 Timothy, keep that which 
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is committed to thy trust, avoiding opposition of 
science falsely so called.'' 

The world was making oppositions to the 
young and growing vine of science and was 
branding it as being false, at the time of Christ, 
but the great genius. Apostle Paul, saw in science 
a third key for solving the mysteries of the 
Bible, and a most valued and trusty witness for 
its long-buried truths. The Apostle Paul must 
have looked upon science as Sir David Brewster 
did when he said that ** Science ever has been, 
and ever must be, the safeguard of reUgion." 



St. MaU. 18 : 16.- ''But if he will not hear 
thee, then take with thee one or two more, that 
in the mouth of two or three witnesses every 
word may be established." 

The Interpretation:— The writer has shown 
three keys that unlock the hidden meaning of 
the creation and Adam and Eve and the serpent 
in the Garden of Eden. First, an allegory; sec- 
ond, a parable; and third, modem science; making 
three keys, and each key fitting the same lock. 
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That is, the allegory, the parable, and some un- 
questioned truth from our modem wisdom and 
knowledge that has been independent of the 
Bible, all agree. But the teaching of Christ 
says that he who opens the book of life shall 
verify his interpretations by bringing forward 
two or three witnesses more, that every word 
may be established. It doesn't make any dif- 
ference whether the world believes the interpre- 
tations that the writer will give of the alle- 
gories, or the parables, etc. , but one thing is cer- 
tain, three witnesses from our modem wisdom 
and knowledge will hold the interpretation fast 
till every word is established. 



The writer will begin each chapter by first in- 
troducing an allegory from the history of Adam 
and Eve and the serpent in the Garden of Eden. 
As an allegory is sometimes locked up, the 
writer will call the allegory a lock; and as every 
lock has a key, the writer will bring forth some 
passage of Scripture that will serve as a key. 
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The lock and the key will then be verified by 
three witnesses from our modem wisdom and 
knowledsfe. The writer will betnn each chapter 
in this manner, not only that the teachings of 
the Bible shall be followed, but that the begin- 
ning of every chapter shall have a plain, simple 
and unmistakable foundation.

THE TEMPTER S 

The historian of Adam and Eve called this man 
that charmed them away from the commands of 
God a serpent because he did it in a subtle cun- 
ning manner, as serpents charm their victims in 
their power. 

I will now show that the same serpent that en- 
tered the house of God and tempted his son 
Adam (Luke 8 : S8), and Adam's wife to trans- 
gress the commands of God, has so multiplied 
that there are thousands of his race in the houses 
of God today, charming men and women and 
children to transgress the commands of our Holy 
Bible. In this subtle and cunning manner they 
make them victims of superstition in order to 
fleece them of their hard-earned money. 

St. John 15 : 22.— ** If I had not come and spok- 
en unto them, they had not had sin; but now they 
have no cloak for their sin.'* 

The Interpretation: — Christ removed, and in 
fact, destroyed every chance for mankind to 
hide their sins under a cloak of religion by for- 
bidding public worship. It was true at the time 
of Christ, and even down to the present time of 
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thousands and tens of thousands of people are 
using public worship as a cloak for their sins. 
It was no sin, in fact, it was lawful to do this 
until Christ came; but He saw what an easy and 
enticing chance it gave a lot of thieves to call 
themselves ministers and priests, seeking the 
salvation of souls; when all the time it was the 
almighty dollar they we^ after. No small part 
of the wages of the hard-working poor was given 
to those religious thei ves. Christ saw the injus- 
tice and spoke a few commands that made salva- 
tion free. The following passages of Scripture 
show that Christ did not forbid prayers, but told 
in unmistakable words the place to offer prayer. 

St Matt 6 : 5, 6.—** And when thou prayest, 
thou shalt not be as the hypocrites are; for they 
love to pray standing in the synagogues and in 
the comers of the street, that they may be seen 
of men. Verily, I say unto you, they have their 
reward. But thou, when thou prayest, enter in- 
to thy closet, and when thou hast shut thy door, 
pray to thy Father which is in secret'' 

The Interpretation: — The ministers or the 
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priests, have no more right or authority to pray 
in our churches or any synagogue than Adam 
and Eve had to eat of the forbidden tree; and 
the Salvation Army that loves to pray standing 
in the comers of our streets is not only doing it 
against the Holy commands of our Bible, but is 
following after the ways of the scribes and 
Pharisees whom Christ called serpents, vipers 
and hypocrites. 

Acta 20 : 36. — "And when he had thus spoken, 
he kneeled down and prayed with them all/' 

TheJnterpretation:— That Paul, one of Christ's 
servants, prayed in public against the commands 
of our Bible, no more makes it lawful for anyone 
to take part in public prayers than for you to 
deny Christ because Apostle Peter did, or betray 
Him as Judas did, or to commit suicide because 
Judas did. Many of the highest officials of 
our United States government have broken our 
laws; does that make it lawful for others to be 
grafters? 

John 12 :Ji8.—** The word that I have spoken, 
the same shall judge him in the last days." 
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The Interpretation: — Your ministers and 
priests that are telling men and women to pray 
in our churches are following the ways of the 
scribes and Pharisees that Christ called vipers 
and hypocrites, and those same words are now 
judging you for doing as the serpent did in the 
garden of Eden: for you are turning the good 
and innocent away from following God's com- 
mands. 

St. John H: 15. — "If ye love me, keep my 
commandments. " 

The Interpretation: — If the ministers and 
priests had any love for Christ they would find 
it a pleasure to keep His commandments, for 
they remove a great burden of superstitious fears 
from the minds of weak humanity. That the 
priests are not keeping His commandments, 
proves that they love something more than 
Christ. Every reader knows that it is the al- 
mighty dollar. If a minister is offered a few 
more dollars of salary, he tells his church mem- 
bers that God is calling him to labor in another 
vineyard. Is it God calling him, or the almighty 
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dollar? Did you ever hear a minister tell his 
church that God was calling him > to labor in a 
vineyard where there is more sin, sorrow, pain, 
and hardship— at a smaller salary? 

St. John 2 : 16.— ** And (He) said unto them 
that sold doves, Take these things hence; make 
not my father's house an house of merchandise. ** 

The Interpretation: — The churches have no 
more right to sell merchandise, carry on church 
sales, than Adam and Eve had to eat of the for- 
bidden tree. But it is a fact known to all the 
world that the sale of merchandise is now a com- 
mon affair of our churches today. You can 
hardly take up a newspaper but that you will see 
where some church has reaped a harvest of dol- 
lars by holding a church sale. It is also a com- 
mon sight to see a sign in front of our churches 
advertising a church sale. It is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that churches have methods of 
raising money which are fraudulent Many of 
our young boys and girls are taking their first 
course in gambling at church festivals. Here 
they find the wheel of fortune, lotteries, grab 
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bags, fish-ponds, target-shooting, and a host of 
other popular inventions, all as barefaced lessons 
in gambling as are given in any pool-house on 
the face of the earth. What are all these but 
the merchandise of the world? 

II Timothy S : 1, 2, ^ 5.— "This know also, 
that in the last days perilous times shall come. 
Men shall be lovers of their own selves, unholy, 
traitr)rs, lovers of pleasures more than lovers of 
God— having a form of godliness, but denying 
the power." 

The Interpretation:— The Interpretation is best 
given in Bishop Foster's words: *' The Church 
of God is to-day courting the World. Its mem- 
bers are trying to bring it down to the level of 
the ungodly. The ball, the theatre, lewd art, 
social luxuries, with all their loose moralities, are 
making inroads into the sacred enclosures of the 
Church; and as a satisfaction for all this worldli- 
ness, Christians are making a great deal of Lent, 
and Easter, and Good Friday, and Church orna- 
mentations. It is the old trick of Satan. The 
Jew's Church struck on that rock, the Roman 
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Church was wrecked on the same, and the Prot- 
estant Church is fast reaching the same doom» 

" In the Trilby social as given by the Suffem 
M. E. League and the New Brunswick P. E. 
Olive Branch Society, the young ladies of the 
church display their—feet, let us say, and be po- 
lite, — behind a curtain lifted to a height des- 
cribed as ' tantalizing. ' Men in front of the cur- 
tain view what is displayed by one female after 
another, and then bid for the privilege of taking 
her to supper. 

''Female Minstrel Shows have been this year 
the most popular of church entertainments 
in Massachusetts. These interesting religious 
events have exercised their enlightening and 
refining influence in almost every part of the 
Commonwealth. 

•'The First Reformed Church, Bedford Ave., 
and Clymer St, Brooklyn, has this year given a 
Living-Picture Show, in which society women of 
the Eastern District posed in gilt frames, indif- 
ferently as St. Cecilia, and Bacchante, The Ma- 
donna of Consolation, and Lea Zingarella. Ladies 
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of St John's, Youngstown, Ohio, in a black- 
face perfonnance, made a pleasing appearance 
when they came before the foot-lights with songs, 
dances and local hits. At Fredonia, New York, 
the ladies not only cocked but appeared in bloom- 
ers, and at Woodside, Long Island, a similar per- 
formance was further enlivened by a pleasing 
act on the part of a young lady, who, with en- 
viable agility, if not discretion, kicked at a tam- 
bourine held above her head. In the case of 
Grace Church, Erie and Second Streets, Jersey 
City, according to a press dispatch, this congre- 
gation made a distinct production of ** The Talis- 
man," a three-act opera; the novelty being that 
the male roles, those of Sir Roland and Don 
Carlos, were taken by girls in fleshings.'' 

The writer could go on and quote hundreds of 
clippings from the press like the ones already 
quoted, showing that the prophesy is fulfilled 
that the churches of today are lovers of pleasure 
more than lovers of God; they have a form of 
godliness, but have denied the power till the 
world is being overrun with the weeds of evil. 
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Babylon fell while its kings and nobles feasted; 
Rome was overwhelmed by barbarian invasion 
when its inhabitants were given over to pleasure; 
in France, while her people starved, pleasure- 
loving Paris amid her revels sowed the seeds 
from which sprung the Reign of Terror. What 
shall we say in these days of worldly pleasure- 
seeking, when we see the church of God forget- 
ting her high calling?

world; and the judgment that 

Eve, of having her sorrows

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her home by a flaming sword will also be the 
judgment upon mothers, wives and sisters for 
following our modem teachers instead of the 
command of our Bible. It plainly says: 

/ Cot. U :S4, 35:— *' Let your women keep 
silence in the churches: for it is not permitted 
unto them to speak * * * * for it is a shame for 
woman to speak in the church." 

The Interpretation: — Hundreds and thousands 
of mothers, wives, and sisters are speaking in 
our churches. They are following the old ser- 
pent today as did mother Eve in the Garden of 
of Eden. You have only to observe what is com- 
mon in our church prayer-meetings. The old 
tempter stands in the pulpit and says: ''Let us 
open the meeting with a short season of prayer. " 
He leads in prayer, praying standing in the syn- 
agogue, when he knows that our Bible forbids it 
(Matt 6 : 5, 6) . The season of prayer is soon 
over, and the minister continues the meeting by 
saying ' ' We want many good testimonies for our 
Lord and Saviour— is there not another good sis- 
ter that will stand up and give her testimony? " 
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Yet all the time that minister and our mothers, 
wives and sisters fully know that our Holy Bible 
forbids in plain, simple and unmistakable lan- 
guage any woman speaking in the churches. 

St. John 2 : 16.— ** And (He) said unto them 
that sold doves, Take these things hence, make 
not my father's house an house of merchandise.'' 

The Interpretation: — Nearly every mother, 
wife and sister knows that our Holy Bible for- 
bids the selling of merchandise by our churches, 
yet hundreds and thousands of women are at- 
tending and assisting the hundreds and thousands 
of church sales that our churches are guilty of at 
the present time. 

Mothers, wives and sisters— you have also 
taken part and encouraged the making of prose- 
lytes, yet all the time you know that our Holy 
Bible forbids it (Matt. 23 : 15). 

You have encouraged by your attendance, in 
many church amusements which our Holy Bible 
forbids (H Tim. 3:5). 

You have also used the house of Grod to pray 
in, which is forbidden by our Bible (Matt. 6 : 5, 
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6) . Eve disobeyed only one of God's commands; 
but the mothers, wives and sisters of today that 
profess to be following the commands of our 
Holy Bible are gruilty of disobeying many com- 
mands. Not only does the Holy Bible brand you 
as hypocrites (Matt 6 : 5) but as liars (Rev. 
2:2). You have been following the same de- 
ceiver that enticed Adam and Eve to turn away 
and disobey Gkxl's commands, and the judgment 
that Eve brought upon herself and her innocent 
and helpless children will be the same judgment 
that you will bring upon yourselves and your 
innocent and helpless children. 

Gen. S : ift— "Unto the woman he said, I will 
greatly multiply thy sorrows.'* 

The Interpretation:— Mothers, wives and sis- 
ters will have their sufferings greatly increased 
on the coming revolution between capital and 
labor. They will see their homes go skyward in 
flames and smoke, and the streets red with hu- 
man blood; they will see their innocent and help- 
less children, who a few days before were enjoy- 
ing the comforts of good food, clothes and shelter. 
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dying with all tlie pains of starvation, with 
nothing to shelter them from the bleak winds of 
winter. The reign of terror of the French Rev- 
olution will be tame in comparison (Matt 24 : 21). 
Your consciences shall bum within you, as you 
turn to your Bible for consolation only to find 
you are children of hell (Matt 23 : 15) , and you 
will cry as you have never cried before for death 
to end your sorrows. 



CHAPTER III 



THE CONSCIENCE

avenged sevenfold, truly Lamech seventy and 
sevenfold/'

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The meaning of this lock is an unmistakable 
picture of the conscience of a murderer after he 
has slain a man. 

The experience of Lamech, confessing that he 
has done murder, and that it was haunting and 
tormenting his conscience beyond human en- 
durance, has been I'epeated hundreds of times 
by murderers who had rather confess their deed 
and go to prison and even to the gallows than to 
harbor any longer as a secret their guilty deed. 

Lamech confessed to his wives that in killing 
the young man he had wounded his own feelings 
and it was hurting him eleven times more than 
the punishment of Cain. The reader can get 
some idea of how agonizing was Lamech's con- 
science by summing up the full extent of Cain's 
feelings, when he exclaimed that his punishment 
was more than he could bear, implying that he 
wished that he was dead. What little enjoy- 
ment he was getting out of life did not pay him 
for the sorrows, pains and remorse that would 
follow him to the grave. But when you compare 
Lamech 's more severe and agonizing feelings 
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with Cain's, you can have some conception of a 
murderer's conscience. 

When a man commits foul and wilful murder, 
he has punished himself far more than the one 
that is dead, for he would willingly exchange 
places with the one he killed. 

Daniel Webster's famous argument on the trial 
of P. J. Knapp for the murder of Joseph White 
shows how a murderer's conscience is tormented 
and haunted, till his very soul feels that it is be- 
ing consumed with fire, from which there is no 
relief or escape but the grave. 

Webster said : ' ' He has done the murder. No 
eye has seen him. The secret is his own, and it 
is safe! Ah! gentlemen, that was a dreadful 
mistake. Such a secret can be safe nowhere. 
The whole creation of God has neither nook nor 
comer where the guilty can bestow it, and say it 
is safe. Not to speak of that eye which pierces 
through all disguise, and beholds everything; as 
in the splendor of noon such secrets of guilt ar6 
never safe from detection even by man. True 
it is, generally speaking, that * murder will out. ' 
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True it is thatProvidence hath so ordained and 
doth 80 govern things that those who break the 
great law of Heaven bjr shedding man's blood 
seldom succeed in avoiding discovery. Meantime 
the guilty soul cannot keep its own secret It is 
false to itself; or, rather, it feels an irrisistible 
impulse of conscience to be true to itself. It 
labors under its guilty possession, and knows not 
what to do with it The human heart was not 
made for the residence of such an inhabitant 
It feels itself preyed on by a torment which it 
dares not acknowledge to God or man. A vul- 
ture is devouring it and it can ask no sympathy 
or assistance either from Heaven or earth. 

"The secret which the murderer possesses 
soon conies to possess him; and, like the evil 
spirits of which we read, it overcomes him and 
leads him whithersoever it will. He feels it 
beating at his heart rising to bis throat and 
demanding disclosure. He thinks the whole 
world sees it in his face, reads it in his eyes, and 
iars it working in the very silence of bis 
It has become his master. It betrays 
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his discretion, it breaks down his couragre, it 
conquers his prudence. When suspicions from 
without begin to embarrass him, and the net of 
circumstances to entangle him, the fatal secret 
struggles with greater violence to burst forth; it 
must be confessed, it will be confessed; there is 
no refuge from confession but suicide, and sui- 
cide is confession/' 

Thousands of years have come and gone since 
the days of Lamech, and many customs have 
changed and gone out of fashion, but the picture 
of a murderer's conscience remains unchanged 
down to the times of Daniel Webster. All the 
difference there is between his picture and the 
one given by Lamech is that Lamech covered 
the same ground with a great many less words. 

But, some one may say, Lamech might have 
been wounded by a sword or spear when he was 
trying to commit the murder, and this was the 
cause of his complaint. True, but there is ample 
reason to show that such could not have been 
the case. In the first place, if he was terribly 
wounded and hurt, his wives would be fully 
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sensible of it without his telling of it, and in the 
next place, if he had received a flesh ^ound that 
was seventy and seven fold more severe than 
Cain received, he would not have lived long 
enough to tell the story. 

You may search the records of all the eminent 
writers from the days of Lamech to the present, 
and almost every one of them has woven into 
his works this unmistakable warning, to look 
out for the conscience. 

AsOrigen said, ''Conscience is the chamber 
of justice. " Rousseau spoke the truth in saying 
"Conscience is the voice of the soul." Lord 
Bjrron may have thought he was sounding a new 
chord when he said that "Man's conscience is 
the oracle of God;" but this was known and ex- 
perienced by Adam and Eve in the Garden of 
Eden (Gen. 3:8), and has been known and ex- 
perienced by all mankind from the beginning of 
the world to the present time. It will remain the 
same in the future as in the past. Christ brought 
out the full governing law of the conscience when 
he said, " Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
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he also reap/' and we find it true in the history 
of mankind; as, for instance, in the record of 
Nero. Many times we hear the remark that 
some people have no conscience (which is not 
true). Every human being has a conscience, 
though many are deaf, dumb and blind to its 
presence. So the great ruler Nero was when he 
ordered his mother secretly murdered; yet he 
found that he had a conscience, and it whipped 
and lashed him day and night like being seared 
with a hot iron. The untiring thought of his 
crime haunted him like a hissing and howling 
demon, till this great ruler could stand it no 
longer and committed suicide. Nero was prob- 
ably the most wicked and heartless ruler that 
ever sat upon a throne, yet, when his conscience 
demanded that he pay for his wicked and heart- 
less deeds in the same bitterness of sorrow, pain 
and death, he suffered it and gladly paid the 
price he owed to nature. 

When Cleopatra wilfully caused the death of 
her husband, her conscience stepped forward 
and demanded that she balance the account 
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with her own life. Although she possessed 
wisdom, wealth and honor, and was surrounded 
with the most coveted of pleasures, yet they 
lost their charm when her sense of right 
began to haunt her. Without handcuffs upon 
her hands, or shackles upon her feet, unattended 
by any officer of the law, she walked upon the 
scaffold of her own conscience and committed 
suicide. 

Who could have been more deaf, diunb and 
blind to the presence of a conscience than Judas, 
when he betrayed his dearest friend, Christ, for 
thirty pieces of silver? But when Judas was 
fully sensilble that his heart was to be stained 
with human blood, his sense of right began to 
bum and haunt him, till he also gave up in des- 
pair and committed suicide. Gladly did he pay 
back to nature with his own life for a life he be- 
trayed without a cause. 

History affords us hundreds of illustrations 
like the three we have used to fulfill the Scrip- 
tures (Matt. 18 : 16). 

It is an unchangeable law of justice that ' ' Thou 
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shalt give life for life, eye for eye, tooth for 
tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot, burning for 
burning, wound for wound, stripe for stripe " 
(Exodus 21). If you have wilfully caused a 
man to lose his life, or an eye, hand, foot, or 
tooth, your own sense of what is right and just 
marches you into the great tribunal of your con- 
science, makes you your own jury and judge, 
and reads your own verdict, that you deserve to 
suffer even more than the one you have injured. 
Suppose, for instance, that during a fit of pas- 
sion a man has disfigured his little child's face 
with a deep, ugly scar for life. As time rolls on, 
would he not suffer much more for the wilful 
deed than if he had disfigured himself? His 
conscience would not sleep; nor would he tire of 
keeping in the gallery of memory that child's 
face with that ugly scar, and sweeter would 
seem the child and deeper the scar should death 
hide it in a casket of flowers. 

LOCK 

Prov. U : iS.— "The way of the wicked is as 
darkness: they know not at what they stumble. " 
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KEY 

'"Many a lash in the dark doth conscience give 
the wicked. "—jBcwton. 

The interpretation: — Those who harbor and 
cultivate a selfish disposition are often troubled 
with wakefulness during the long hours of the 
night. They are discontented and unhappy; a 
blue and dreary feeling creeps over them, as if 
they were in solitary confinement They have 
nothing to think of but their own acts of in- 
justice and selfishness. They imagine that their 
nerves are out of order, and pay out good money 
for many kinds of drugs, but it does not remove 
their stumbling block. Their gloom returns 
as an unwelcome visitor to keep them company 
night after night, year after year, till they 
become spiritual outcasts and know not what to 
do with themselves, although they may be sur- 
rounded with all the pleasures and glitter of 
the world. 

The Stumbling Block:— "Before honor is 
humility'' (Prov. 15 : 33) . . 

The person never lived who was honored with 
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a sweet, fragrant, peaceful and charming frame 
of mind, who casts aside humility. Humility 
must be harbored and entertained. When the 
mind becomes its own enemy and the nights 
seem lonely and dreary, ask yourself if you are 
as polite and considerate to your servants as to 
those, perhaps less worthy, that are dressed in 
silks and satins. Did you speak a pleasant 
"Good morning" to that beloved veteran as you 
passed him, who helped to save your Union ? 
Do you think to pick a few fragrant flowers for 
your sick neighbors ? Have you ever thought to 
express a few words of sympathy for the un- 
fortunate during their affliction? Was it beneath 
you to give that tired laborer a ride on the way 
home, because he was in working-man's clothes ? 
When was the last time you wrote to your aged 
father and mother, who would rather receive a 
few lines from their beloved children than sit 
down to a turkey dinner ? Are you in the habit 
of nagging your husband or wife ? Do you do 
your share towards making this world a better, 
happier and a more comfortable one to live in ?

Titus 1 : i5.— "Unto the pure all things are 
pure; but unto them that are defiled and un- 
believing is nothing pure; but even their mind 
and conscience is defiled/'

' ' The seeds of our punishment are sown at the 
same time we commit sin." — Hesiod. 

The Interpretation:— As the preceding passage 
of scripture, ' * Unto them that are defiled noth- 
ing is pure.'* 

How often we hear it said that such a man or 
such a person thinks^everybody is just as mean 
as he is^ It is one of the punishments that take 
root right after we sow the seeds of iniquity. 

For instance, if we lie we are soon possessed 
with the feeling that everybody else would stoop 
to lie as quickly and as easily as we did. If we 
are a thief, it makes us feel that we ought to 
have a double lock on the bam door. If we are 
careless, it gives us fear when riding that maybe 
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someone else has been careless of our safety. If 
we associate and enjoy keeping company with 
women of bad character, it weakens our con- 
fidence in all women. If we are selfish, it makes 
us find selfishness in others. According to the 
old saying, " it takes a thief to catch a thief.'* 

We could go on with the long enumeration of 
those that have been dipped in one or more of 
the different streams of iniquity. But it is not 
necessary, for the key (Titus 1 : 15) covers the 
whole ground. And the key not only shows how 
disagreeable and unpleasant the world is to those 
who have sown the seeds of iniquity, but it also 
shows mankind how they themselves appear and 
look to themselves after they have dyed them- 
selves in the many colors and shades of evil-doing. 

For instance, we despise a hypocrite as we do 
a viper. But think how much nearer we are to 
one when we allow hypocrisy to crawl around in 
our conscience. Think how we hate a traitor; 
yet when we turn traitor it unites us body and 
soul to that which we hate. It makes us feel as 
if we were eating, sleeping, and associating with 
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one every hour and minute of our time, and we 
are obliged to credit ourselves with having as 
much honor and principle as a traitor. 

Think how it must have pained the murderer 
Lamech when his crime was ever before his own 
eyes! The highest estimation he could give 
himself was that he was a murderer. He, like 
all mankind, had a better self which kept com- 
plaining of being obliged to keep company all 
the time with a murderer. And that is why 
misery likes company. 

LOCK 

John 8:9. — ** Being convicted by their own 
conscience." 

KEY 

** A man's own conscience is his sole tribunal."

The Interpretation: — You might say, I have 
cursed my father and mother; I have been giv- 
ing only fourteen ounces for a pound, and one 
fifth of a gallon for a quart, and seven feet of 
wood for a cord. What will God do to me at the 
day of judgment ? 
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That very day that you cursed your father and 
mother, or gave a dishonest weight or measure, 
was the day of judgment for those offences. 
Your conscience is a divine spark of the Infinite 
that is within all mankind. That divine spark 
made Christ and His Infinite Father one (John 
10 : 30) , and it is that divine spark that makes 
mankind and the Infinite Father all one. That 
day you gave fourteen ounces for a pound or 
seven feet for a cord, your conscience spoke to 
you in its still and small voice and said ''You 
are dishonest; you now have only fourteen ounces 
of principle for every pound you ought to have.'' 
It is so with all offences. Man's own sense of 
what is right and wrong tells him what they are, 
and makes the conscience the greatest and most 
just tribunal. Conscience is your own judge and 
jury and bids you render the verdict and write 
it in large, plain letters upon the tablet of your 
memory. It never tires of reminding men what 
they are; and it is this that makes so many lives 
unhappy and discontented and others so happy 
and contented. Solomon well knew this law of 
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nature for he said, "For as he thinketh in his 
heart go is he." You cannot think that you are 
pure, good, and Godlike when you know you are 
a hypocrite and a doer of evil. You cannot 
knowingly do evil and make your conscience feel 
contented with the deed. 

"The hell within him. 

Now conscience wakes despair 
That slumbered, wakes the bitter memory 
Of what he was, wbat he is, and what he must be. " 
— Paradisb Lost. 

It is the belief of many that we are to be 
punished for our bad deeds in that life beyond 
the grave. But no man or woman has looked 
beyond the veil of death and known what is 
beyond that dark curtain. The truth is, we are 
punished right here on earth, witii remorse of 
conscience and with sorrow, pain and hardship; 
and if nations sin against one another the ter- 
rible sufferings of war will come as judgment 
iinnn tii*>m. For every violation of the natural 
national or individual, there is 



CHAPTER IV

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Knowledge is light. It cannot be compared to 
anything less. Suppose that your doctor should 
give you unlabelled two kinds of medicine; one 
a deadly poison for external application, and the 
other a harmless tonic for internal use. Would 
you not be in mental darkness as to the right 
medicine to use internally ? Would you not go 
back to the physician and say, "You forgot to 
label these bottles V* He takes the bottles and 
labels one, ''Poison, external," and the other, 
"Tonic, internal.*' The knowledge that the 
physician gives, is it not a genuine light ? So is 
the knowledge of navigation a light to our 

* 

sailors, and the knowledge of when to plant and 
when to harvest a light to our farmers. 

There are two kinds of darkness; a material 
darkness, which can be overcome by a material 
light, and a mental darkness, which can be over- 
come only by intellectual light; and from the 
earliest history to the present time, ignorance has 
always been compared to darkness, and knowl- 
edge to light The reason for it is that light can 
overcome darkness and knowledge can overcome 
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ign^orance; but neither darkness nor ignorance 
can finally overcome light, or knowledge. 

Surround a lighted candle with darkness, and 
it will not harm the light, but on the other hand, 
it increases its power and makes its value clearer. 

Likewise, the same with the light of knowl- 
edgre, you may surround it with all the ignorance 
and errors that is possible to find and the truth 
shines all the brighter. And although ignorance 
has persecuted the light of knowledge from the 
beginning of the world to the present time, 
never yet has it completely extinguished a truth. 

The writer will now give three witnesses from 
our modern works of literature showing that the 
word light, as it was used by that ancient genius 
and writer to signify knowledge, when he said, 
"Let there be light," is still used for the 
same purpose and in the same manner to the 
present time. 

"He is stupid who rejects truth, no matter 
from what source it comes; that nation is blind 
which does not welcome light. "—7%6 Commoner, 
Feb. P, 1906, of Lincoln, Nebraska. 
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before it can be emancipated from its troubles. 
To emancipate the world from its sorrows, pains 
and hardships and to open the way to health, 
happiness and prosperity, is what mankind wants 
more than anything else on this road of life from 
the cradle to the grave,— the road that every 
child must travel. So what greater decree, 
greater law, greater command or even greater 
wisdom was ever spoken than when God said, 
''Let there be Kght"? 

The next question is, where is this light of 
knowledge to be gained? There is one field, and 
only one, that brings forth new knowledge, 
and that field is the field of experience and 
observation. 

From the earliest history to the present time 
mankind has never questioned the fact that ex- 
perience is nature's school, where we learn the 
difference between good and evil. The follow- 
ing quotations are witnesses of this truth: 

Genesis SO :27. — "I have learned by ex- 
perience.** 

''There are many truths of which the full 
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meaning cannot be realized until personal ex- 
perience has brought it home. "--J. S. MUL 

''Knowledge comes from experience alone/' 

— Carlyle. 

*' Man knows nothing but what he has learned 
from experience." — Widand. 

None can escape the school of experience. 
We must attend it from the cradle to the grave. 
Many of the lessons that are learned are sad, 
bitter and painful — the tuition of the most costly 
kind of failures. God saw that vast multitudes 
of humanity were reaping rich treasures of 
knowledge from their various fields of experience, 
yet that knowledge was not being preserved or 
embalmed in any way so that the next child bom, 
or the incoming generation could certainly profit 
by it — as, we might say, like a light on the 
hidden reefs in the dangerous channels of life's 
voyage. 

The reader would naturally ask, why are not 
these rich treasures of knowledge gathered 
from experience more useful to the new genera- 
tion ?— in other words, was it necessary for God 
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to make that law, "Let there be light " ? Is not 
wisdom a knowledge ever welcome ? No, knowl- 
edge has been persecuted ever since the world 
began. The following quotations from famous 
writers and from our Bible are witnesses of 
this truth. 

Said John Ruskin: "To be content in utter 
darkness and ignorance is indeed unmanly, and 
therefore we think that to love light and find 
knowledge must always be right. Yet (as in 
all matters before observed), wherever pride 
has any share in the work, even knowledge and 
light may be illy pursued. Knowledge is good, 
and light is good; yet men perish in seeking 
knowledge.'* — Crown Masterpieces of Literature, 
vol. 9, page 8291. 

Said Sir Arthur Helps in his essay on Great- 
ness: "What astounds us most in the past is 
the wonderful intolerance and cruelty; a cruelty 
constantly turning upon the inventors, an in- 
tolerance provoking ruin to the thing it would 
foster. The most admirable precepts are thrown, 
from time to time, upon this caldron of human 
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affairs, and oftentimes they only seem to make 
it blaze the higher. We find men devoting the 
best part of their intellects to the invariable an- 
noyance and persecution of their fellows. But 
the interest and the instruction lie with those 
who have to feel and suffer most." — Crovm 
Masterpieces of lAterature, vol. 6, page 2176, 

Said John Lord: "It is the fate of prophets 
to be exiled, or slandered, or jeered at, or stig- 
matized, or banished from society, — to be sub- 
jected to some sort of persecution. When 
prophets denounce wbes, and utter invectives, 
and provoke by stinging sarcasms, they have 
generally been killed. No matter how enlight- 
ened society is, or tolerant the age, be who 
utters offensive truths will be disliked, and in 
some way punished. ' ' 

—Beacon Lights ofHisAory, vol. 1, page 2T4. 

Ecd. 1 : 18. — "For in much wisdom is much 
grief; and he that increaseth knowledge in* 
creaseth sorrow. " 

Solomon's words, which are verified by the 
three quotations, tell us why there have not 
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been more laborers gathering knowledge from 
the vast fields of their experience. Few are 
they who are willing to be slandered, jeeted at, 
called crazy, deserted by their friends and so- 
ciety, thrown into a dungeon, nailed to a cross 
or burned at the stake, as most of the great men 
have been who have gathered the knowledge 
that has enlightened the world and advanced 
our civilization. 

The next question has been many times asked. 
What object would mankind have in opposing a 
new truth, or objecting to its being recorded 
against evil, so that health, happiness and pros- 
perity should grow and increase everywhere ? 
The Bible answers the question when it says: 

St. John 3:19, 20. — '* And this is the con- 
demnation, that light is come into the world, 
and men loved darkness rather than light, be- 
cause their deeds were evil. For every one that 
doeth evil hateth the light, neither cometh to the 
light, lest his deeds should be reproved." 

The prophet Hosea once exclaimed, ' * My peo- 
ple are destroyed for lack of knowledge.'* 
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Shakespere spoke truth when he said, ' 'Knowl- 
edge the wing wherewith we fly to heaven.'* No 
one knows what is beyond the grave. But every- 
one does know that there is a hell here on earth, 
a most bitter hell of sorrows, pains and hard- 
ships; while there could be a heaven here on 
earth, a most beautiful and fragrant heaven of 
health, happiness and prosperity. The Paradise 
that Adam and Eve enjoyed was not in another 
life beyond the grave, but right here on earth, 
and their hell was the sorrows, pains and hard- 
ships (Gen. 3 : 16, 19) that they brought upon 
themselves. What was true with Adam and 
Eve is true with us all down to the present time. 
Our sorrows, pains and hardships we bring upon 
ourselves and others by our transgression of the 
laws of nature. Of these laws we are not yet 
fully sensible, for we are still in the morning 
shadows of ignorance. Yet never in the history 
of the world has there been such hope, nor so 
much evidence that men are seeking to obey the 
first command of God, ''Let there be light." 

All over the world the nations are seeking more 
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light on the causes and cures of our sorrow, pain 
and hardship, and success is crowning their 
efforts. Not perhaps today or tomorrow, but in 
the course of ripening years human misery must 
be, will be, fast asleep in the arms of time. It 
is just as much in the power of mankind to pre- 
vent human misery as to put lighthouses on the 
hidden reefs. Where the reefs are we know by 
sad and bitter experience. Let us try to save 
others that experience. Let us try to place 
the light of knowledge upon the hidden reefs 
of sorrow. 

Genesis 1 ;^.— "And God said. Let there be 
light and there was light.'* 

The Interpretation: — Adam was the son of 
God, and Adam's father (Luke 3 : 38) was the 
first man in all history to place the light of 
knowledge upon one of nature's hidden reefs. 
The words (Gen. 1 : 3) ** And there was light," 
came from the light of knowledge (Gen. 3 : 17) 
that is shining today. 



CHAPTER V 



MENTAL DARKNESS 

LOCK 

Creneais 1 : ;^.—** Darkness was upon the face 
of the deep." 

KEY, MATT. 16 : 19 

Prov. i : 19. — "The way of the wicked is as 
darkness; they know not at what they stumble.'' 

WITNESS NO. 1, MATT. 18 : 16 

' ' Darkness is a state of ignorance or wicked- 
ness."

Deep means "deep-brained, ingenious, cun- 
ning, artful, scheming." — The New American 
Encyclopedia Dictionary. 

Let any reader apply the key to the lock and 
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then compare it with our most modem definition 
of the words darkness and deep, and no one can 
fail to see what God meant when he said, ' 'dark- 
ness was upon the face of the deep/' He meant 
that the geniuses and talented men of that age 
were in a state of ignorance and wickedness and 
their faces plainly showed it. 

Isaiah 3:9. — '* The show of their countenance 
doth witness against them; and they declare 
their sins as Sodom. They hide it not/' 

Schopenhauer certifies to the words of Isaiah: 
"The face of the man gives us fuller and more 
interesting information than his tongue; for his 
face is the compendium of all he will ever say, as 
it is the one record of all he has thought and 
endeavored," 

Thomas F. Ackin, P. S, D., expresses the 
same thought: '' It is natural for us all to study 
faces to a greater or less extent, either con- 
sciously or unconsciously. If the student will 
observe the characteristics of the people with 
whom he comes in daily contact, and at the same 
time study the expressions upon their faces, he 
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will soon become an adept in reading character 
by the face. It is impossible to concentrate 
our minds upon a certain subject without the 
face betraying the thoughts; therefore the more 
we concentrate the mind upon any one thing the 
more our faces will indicate it. In this way it 
will be but a short time before you can read the 
character and disposition of people instantly, 
and wonder why you do it.'* 

In the case of Cain,— cunning, ignorant, and 
wicked, the "darkness upon the face of the 
deep" was conclusive evidence that he was 
harboring wicked intentions towards his brother 
Abel. The following is unmistakable history: 

Genesis, ch. 4.—** The Lord had respect unto 
Abel, and to his offering: But unto Cain, and 
to his offering. He had not respect. And Cain 
was very wroth, and his countenance fell. And 
the Lord said unto Cain, Why art thou wroth? 
and why is thy countenance fallen? If thou doest 
well, shalt thou not be accepted? and if thou 
doest not well, sin lieth at the door. And unto 
thee shall be his desire; and thou shalt rule 
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over him. * * * And Cain builded a city, and 
called the name of the city after the name of his 
son, Enoch." 

Is not that brief history another key to the 
darkness upon the face of the deep? 

Cain builded a city and was a ruler; would not 
that go to show that he was deep-brained and a 
leader among men? Furthermore, did he not 
have wicked intentions toward his brother, and 
his face revealed it ? The Lord pointed out to 
Cain that if he did Abel any harm the harm 
would return upon him. Does that not show 
that Cain was in a state of ignorance? The 
Lord had to inform Cain that for every viola- 
tion of nature's laws there was a penalty, and 
that if he sowed wickedness he would reap the 
same. Does not the history of Cain reveal that, 
even down to his time, darkness was still upon 
the face of the deep ? 

The word ' 'darkness, '* as it is used here to 
mean ignorance tod wickedness, has never out- 
grown itself and it never will. Why ? Because 
it is the right word in the right place to 
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illustrate a truth. When a man is in a state of 
ignorance he certainly is in a state of mental 
darkness. You cannot rightfully call it any- 
thing else. The word "darkness'' is constantly 
used at the present time in the same sense and 
for the same purpose that it was used by this 
ancient historian, for we are constantly speak- 
ing of the ''dark ages/' an age when mankind 
was superstitious, ignorant and wicked. How 
often we hear the remark that such a person is 
always looking on the dark side of everything or 
that the future is dark. The same with the word 
' ' deep. ' ' The historian used the word in the same 
light and for the same purpose that we use it 

It is a common thing to hear the questions 
asked: 

*'How did you enjoy the speaker?" "I did 
not call him very deep." 

"How did you like the book I loaned you?" 
"The author was too deep for me." 

* ' Were you not surprised when you found out 
that he had failed?" " No, I never thought him 
very deep." 
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On the other hand, we will endeavor to show 
that truth does not decay with time. 

When the great historian illustrated the history 
of that remote age by comparing it to darkness, 
he wrote a living truth that would endure as 
long as darkness and daylight He selected our 
material darkness to illustrate our mental dark- 
ness. Material darkness is a natural element of 
nature, and so is ovir mental darkness. If we 
should use no artificial light, darkness would fill 
our homes as it did 4004 years B. C. If you de- 
prive a child of intellectual light from the cradle 
up, would he not find himself in the same mental 
darkness that surrounded the man that was 
deprived of intellectual light 4004 B. C. ? 

For instance, my cellar is in a state of dark- 
ness at night; will time ever change that law of 
nature? Never; every night will bring its 
darkness; but for safety and convenience I light 
my cellar with electric lights, bn the other 
hand, you keep a child in total ignorance; is he 
not in total mental darkness ? How is it possible 
for him to know the difference between a fruit 
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that would nourish his body or one that is deadly 
poison? 

Will time ever change that order of nature ? 
Never; the child was bom in mental darkness, 
and always would remain in it; but for his 
safety and benefit the light of education has 
been invented. When it was discovered that it 
was possible to store up in allegories, or in other 
words, picture-writing, the knowledge and 
wisdom that the human family were gathering 
from their vast fields of experience, men took 
the first step towards a higher and better 
civilization. 

If modem science gave no keys by which the 
allegory of this * ' darkness upon the face of the 
deep '' could be unlocked, the following words 
of Solomon are a perfect key in themselves: 

Prov. U:19.—'' The way of the wicked is as 
darkness; they know not at what they stumble. *' 

Solomon brings out the fact that the wicked 
were in a state of mental darkness, or in other 
words, they were ignorant of the causes of their 
sorrows, pains and hardships. 
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I will give a few quotations showing that 
although there are almost six thousand years 
between our modem writers and that ancient 
day in which it was written that '' darkness was 
upon the face of the deep/' yet the deep 
thinkers are still using the same word, ''dark- 
ness/' to illustrate the existence of ignorance. 

' ' You are lost in the great wilderness of igno- 
rance. You grope in the darkness for guide 
posts and you find none." 

—Eltka, Jvly, 1905, page 162. 

''Darkness and ignorarce have for a long 
time ruled the moral world, and a cloud of gloom 
and horror has hung over the minds of men, the 
dimensions of which it is impossible to calculate. 
But, thanks to the progress of education, civili- 
zation and science, new light is breaking in.'' 
—The Fear of Death, page 19, by D. M. Bennett. 

"Darkness is only the evil that Satan is 
stirring up in his last desperate effort to destroy 
mankind. "—ifcroWs of the Morning, page 21S, 
by A. O. Tait. 

Gal. 4 :2i.—*' Which things are an allegory." 
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This brief history of "darkness upon the face 
of the deep '' cannot be looked at as anything: 
but an allegory; for the Bible, science and 
history itself agree that the earth was in exist- 
ence^ and the land of the Nile and the Sphinx was 
a densely populated country, rich in splendid 
cities and magnificent works of art, hundreds 
and even thousands of years before this was 
written. But when we accept it as an allegory, 
as the Bible says we should, we find a treasure 
of wisdom and knowledge that was laid up by 
the wise men of that age (Prov. 10 : 14) who 
concealed it by using a figurative sentence or 
discourse in which the principal subject is 
described by another subject resembling it in 
its properties and circumstances. The real 
theme is thus kept out of view, and we are left 
to collect the intentions of the Writers by the 
resemblance of the secondary to the primary 
subject (Prov. 12 : 23). They then embalmed 
these allegories with superstition, to preserve 
their remembrance; and as such we now find 
them. 



CHAPTER VI 



PRIDE 

ALLEGORY OR LOCK

The reader should bear in mind that the lock 
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is an allegory (Gal. 4 : 24); "a figurative sen- 
tence or discourse in which the principal subject 
is described by another subject resembling it in 
its properties and circumstances. The real sub- 
ject is thus kept out of view, and we are left to 
collect the intentions of the writer or speaker by 
the resemblance of the secondary to the primary 
subject'' 

The lock is a picture of the unmistakable 
characteristics of pride. Many have wrecked 
lives, homes, and even nations on the hidden 
reefs of pride; and such was the case with Adam 
and Eve. They tried to cover up signs of adver- 
sity with counterfeit signs of prosperity. The 
Lord God came unto them in the happy days in 
the Garden of Eden and said unto Eve ''Your 
sorrows are going to be greatly multiplied" 
(Gen. 8 : 16). To Adam he said ** In sorrow 
Shalt thou eat all the days of thy life," and 
poverty and hardship shall overtake thee till the 
sweat shall cover thy face in trying to keep the 
wolf from the door (Gen. 3 : 17) . Adam and 
Eve were given a golden opportunity to lighten 
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the coming: burden of adversity as much as pos- 
sible while prosperity surrounded them. But 
instead of taking advantage of their opportunity 
they began to make themselves clothes, comforts 
that they had never enjoyed before, hoping that 
they might deceive their neighbors and friends 
by covering up adversity with counterfeit signs 
of prosperity; they were ashamed to let their 
neighbors and friends know that they were in 
financial trouble, so they tried deception, which 
is nothing more or less than pride in its pure and 
simple form. 

The following quotations are volumes of wis- 
dom unveiled in a few words: 

Prov. 1:32.—*' The prosperity of fools shall 
destroy them.'' 

" In prosperity let us most carefully avoid 
pride. "—Ctcero. 

" Prosperity doth bewitch men, seeming clear; 
as seas do laugh, snow white, when rocks are 
near."— c/oAn Webster, White Devil, Act 5, Sc. 6. 

There is a natural reef in this great ocean of 
life, which may rightly be called the pride-reef. 
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At the high tide it is covered, and it looks as if 
it were all peace and safety to sail our bark over 
them. But prosperity is like the ocean tide; it 
ebbs and flows, and we see many a rocky and 
dangerous reef on the low tide of adversity, 
whether moral, mental, physical or financial, 
that was not visible to the inexperienced and 
conceited on the high tide. 

Adam and Eve found the same reefs that men 
and women are finding today. How often do we 
see men have a little boom in business, and 
think that it is alwa3rs going to last; or inherit a 
little money and seem to act as if it were a bur- 
den to them (judging from the loose and rapid 
way they spend it) , instead of stopping to con- 
sider that it is a golden opportunity to pay off 
the old mortgage, whose interest-payments have 
hung about their necks like a millstone for many 
a year. How few seize their opportunity to lay 
by a snug little sum to ensure them against a 
day of adversity, while the interest money 
would be coming as an annual friend to buy 
many comforts of life and home ! 
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Covetousness is always the forerunner of 
pride. Wherever you find a proud person you 
will see one that is covetous. Like Adam and 
Eve, they are not contented though they are 
living in a garden of Eden. On the high tide of 
prosperity they spend their full income, and 
never think to lay anything up for a rainy day. 
How often does a family of two remodel their 
comfortable cottage home into one as big as an 
ark, in order to have a great outside show ! 

Such homes are woman-killers. The comfort- 
able little heater is removed for one that greatly 
multiplies the tons of coal. The expense of 
keeping the home in repair has been greatly 
increased, likewise have the taxes. The house 
is so modernized that freedom is gone, and it is 
impossible to do without hired help. It is now a 
society home, even to its heavy mortgage. 

In expecting an increased income to meet their 
increasing expenses, they fail to reckon with the 
pride of their neighbors and friends; as is well 
pictured in the following quotation : 

" One thing pride has which no other vice 
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that I know of has; it is an enemy to itself; and 
a proud man cannot endure to see pride in 
another. "—JPett/kim. 

Envious neighbors and friends now begin to 
trade at some other store, hire their horses at 
the other stable, etc. The tide of prosperity 
begins to ebb, many rocks of jealousy are seen 
that were not visible before, and the channel of 
their income keeps growing shallow. Their 
pride has become a dangerous, perhaps a ruinous 
burden. 

Psa. 73 : 6.—'' Pride compasseth them about as 
a chain.'' 

The Interpretation:— Instead of turning around 
and rectifying their mistake by cutting down 
expenses and living a little short of their income, 
their pride begins to cry within them, — don't, 
don't give up any of your outside show; if you 
do you will lose your glitter, and society will 
look upon you as a fading flower. 

Says the coming victim of pride, * * I am too 
proud to be looked upon as a fading flower. Too 
proud to have the world know that I am not a 
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monarch of all that I survey. I will try to keep 
up appearances, even though it takes all the 
comforts and pleasures from our beloved home. 
I will economize on every hand where I think 
that it will escape the eyes of the world. I can 
even get down on my hands and knees and dig 
and scrub, worry and fret. We can also deny 
ourselves of all the little comforts and pleasures 
that make home inviting, and life worth living 
for. We can and will, for the sake of keeping 
up appearances, knuckle down to many things 
that are disagreeable, that it may serve to cover 
our bitter mistake. *' So they find on their 
journey nothing but errors and remorse, the 
mind vacant, the heart sorrowful, and old age 
devoid of comfort. 

We will now look at this picture of pride from 
another point of view. 

The allegory reads that it was the Lord God 
that tempted Adam and Eve to cover up their 
mistake instead of rectifying it. The Lord God, 
interpreted, means the spirit of love (2 Cor. 
3 :17, andIJohn4 :8). 
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The facts of the case were that Adam was a 
powerful genius (Gen. 2 : 20) and was told that 
he had made a bitter mistake (Gen. 3 : 17) . 
Adam thought that he could cover it up with 
something that would be a good example for the 
world to follow, and would deceive the world as 
to its motive. He did it, and the world has been 
deceived up to the present time as to the motive 
that Adam and Eve had in view when they made 
for themselves unnecessary clothes in their days 
of adversity. 

The natural-bom spirit of love in Adam's and 
Eve's heart beiitjg to do good and not evil, they 
began to look about them for a covering that 
would serve to cover up their error of the past 
and benefit posterity. They saw that the human 
family at large were idle and lazy, while their 
naked bodies were unprotected against thorns 
and thistles and the stings and bites of poison- 
ous creatures, so they set mankind an example 
by making for themselves clothes out of what they 
were throwing away, the skins of wild beasts," 
after they had eaten the meat. This had the 
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desired effect of exciting the covetous element 
of human nature into an ever-burning flame, so 
that men abandoned their lazy and idle dis- 
position for one of competition and progress. 
Thus to Adam and Eve we are indebted for 
opening the door to the better comforts of the 
higher civilization, while Adam and Eve were 
indebted to the tree of good and evil; which 
shows that every dark cloud has its silver lining, 
and that good steals the march on evil, by which 
the many reap from what a few have sown. 

St John U : 37. — "And herein is that saying 
true, one soweth and another reapeth.'* 

On the other hand, while every cloud may 
have a silver lining, and good may steal the 
march on evil, they who sow flowers of goodness 
in this life to cover up their planting of thorns 
can never enjoy the beauty and fragrance of the 
flowers. Your neighbors and friends can see 
and enjoy their beauty and fragrance, but Adam 
and Eve discovered, as all victims of pride have 
learned from the bitter school of experience, 
that nature's law has so ordained that they who 
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seek pride for a shelter for their sins, using 
signs of prosperity to cover up signs of adversity, 
shall see in those counterfeit signs an untiring 
reminder that they are hypocrites. Adam and 
Eve found that they whom they had deceived 
the most were their own selves. It was beyond 
their power to enjoy counterfeit signs of pros- 
perity. What little comfort their new clothes 
brought to Adam and Eve was as nothing to the 
sad and bitter feelings they brought to their 
conscience. This feeling reminded them of 
what they were,— children of iniquity, deceivers, 
hypocrites and counterfeits. 

For the victims of pride, life begins to loose 

its glitter, hope its lustre, virtue its honor, home 

its comfort, the mind its contentment, and the 

fruits of toil become as chaff. Life stretches 

out before them as a barren desert without a 

shrub or a shade tree; the conscience cries and 

€rY^a-na fny tVjat which is pure, good and whole- 

ffles its flavor, flowers their beauty 

e, music its charm, friends begin to 

snsome and distrustful, the heart 
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grows heavy and sorrowful, and the starlit 
pleasures of love fade away into clouds of 
remorse. 

Luke 17 : 21.— *' neither shall they say, lo 
here ! or lo there ! for behold, the kingdom of 
God is within you/' 

The interpretation:— Adam and Eve were igno- 
rant of the natural laws of nature that govern 
pride, and by trying to cover up their sins and 
mistakes with a cloak of pride, instead of rectify- 
ing them, made them feel that God was driving 
them from a beautiful garden of the mind, sur- 
rounded with all that is good and pleasant, into 
one that was sad, gloomy and painful. The happy 
frame of mind that the pure and honest enjoy is 
the kingdom of God; and the gloom and discon- 
tent of pride's victims is a self-made hell; for 
instead of correcting their mistakes they seek to 
cover them up with false signs of prosperity. 

But, says the reader, how is it possible for us 
to tell the victims of pride that seek to deceive 
us, from those that are sincere and genuine ? 

No one has any excuse in this enlightened age 
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for not being wise enough to fully recognize the 
human tree of pride from all other human trees 
of this life's garden, for the nature and charac- 
teristics of pride are as unmistakable as the 
deadly night-shade among the trees of the 
forest, or the shark among the fish of the sea, 
or the greedy vulture among other fowls of the 
air; for all dictionaries have but one definition 
for the word "pride." 

"The quality or state of being proud; inordi- 
nate self-esteem; an unreasonable conceit of 
one's superiority, which manifests itself in lofty 
airs, distance, reserve, and often in contempt of 
others/' — Webster* 8 International Dictionary. 

The reader well knows those who fulfil this 
plain, simple definition of pride, for there is no 
neighborhood, hamlet or city but has its ample 
supply of these pride- victims. 

Treat courteously those that seem distant, 
reserved, airy or contemptuous; but avoid their 
company as much as possible; for they are 
dangerous and poisonous to your peace of mind, 
the happiness of home, and the welfare of 
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society. They are serpents in the grass. These 
quotations, both from the Bible and modem 

writers, will verify it. 

Psalms 10 : 2y 7. — "The wicked in his pride 
doth persecute the poor. * * * * His mouth is 
full of cursing and deceit and fraud; under his 
tongue is mischief and vanity.'* 

Prov. 16:18. — ' 'Pride goeth before destruction. ' ' 

IJohn2 : 16.— ''The pride of life is not of the 
father, but is of the world. (James 4 :4).— 
"And the friendship of the world is enmity 
with God.'' 

"Pride is the first peer and president of 
heW— Defoe. 

And as above cited: " Pride is a flower that 
grows in the devil's garden. " — Howell. 

"In general pride is at the bottom of all 
great mistakes. ' ' —Ruskin. 

Pride knocks at the cottage door; the good 
wife and mother admits her into their happy 
and contented home. Coiling herself into an 
easy chair, the visitor begins to sow the words 
that bring discontent: 
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** But you have a hard time of it, don't you ? 
Oh, but I don't see how you stand it; the incon- 
veniences of being poor are such a cross to bear. 
I often tell my husband how I pity you, and 
what an unsuitable place this is to live in. I do 
really think there are better rents in the city 
that you could get for the same money. I often 
wonder how you can put up with this next-door 
neighbor.'* And the spider concludes her call 
upon the fly by saying: ** I don't suppose that 
I can sympathize half as much as I ought to 
with you, for we have such a beautiful and com- 
fortable home, and we have so much time 
(I Tim. 5 : 13) to enjoy select society and its 
gatherings." 

The pride- viper succeeds in taking down all the 
pictures of hope, faith and love in that poor but 
contented home, and then hangs on the walls of 
memory those that are unpleasant and disagree- 
able. The caller did not tell the good wife and 
mother that all gardens have their weeds of 
cares and troubles, and the more fruitful the soil 
the more troublesome are the weeds. She drew 
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a picture of cares and troubles that are common 
to all, and then contrasted it with the display of 
some mortgaged society home. 

If this viper had brought to the podr man's 
home a picture of the jealous, selfish, backbit- 
ing, two-faced, discontented and deceitful moral 
and physical wrecks that crowd our exclusive 
and high social gatherings, and then compared 
it with the comforts that the average son of toil 
and his family enjoy, it would be like contrasting 
a beautiful and fragrant flower with human 
thistles. 

I have given but a crude and brief outline of a 
few characteristics of pride, but it will serve as 
a key to unlock the hidden meaning of why 
Adam and Eve added to themselves new signs 
of prosperity by making for themselves clothes, 
when God had warned them of coming adversity. 



CHAPTER VII 



REPLENISH THE EARTH

B. C, at which time this land of the Nile and 
the Sphinx was a densely populated country, rich 
in splendid cities and magnificent works of art. 
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Before interpretinsr this lock the writer calls 
the reader's attention to this fact that such 
authorities as Usher, Spannheim, Calmet, Blair, 
and our Bible authorities all agree that the time 
of Adam and Eve dates back four thousand and 
four years B. C, which is probably correct We 
have abundance of proof showing that the land 
of the Nile and the Sphinx was densely popu- 
lated some 5,000 years B. C, yet we find at 
4,004 years B. C, that so few were the people 
left that a command was given to Adam and 
Eve to be fruitful and multiply and replenish 
the earth. The evidence shows beyond any 
question of doubt that at the time of Adam and 
Eve there had came a great crisis, the same as it 
did at the time of Noah and the flood, that nearly 
destroyed mankind from the face of the earth, 
and fear was entertained at the time of Adam 
and Eve, as it was after the great flood, that so 
few were left that unless they began to be fruit- 
ful and multiply the woman would soon pass be- 
yond the child-bearing age and the human family 
would then perish from the face of the earth. 
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The writer will now interpret the lock by show- 
ing the reader the definition of the word ' * re- 
plenish." Webster's International Dictionary 
says it means — ** to fill again after having been 
diminished, or emptied; to stock anew." The 
command given to Adam and Eve to replenish 
the earth shows that the earth had been popu- 
lated, then devastated by some great crisis; 
and then they were commanded to stock it 
anew. 

The command given to Noah and his sons to 
replenish the earth is a perfect key to that given 
to Adam and Eve, for in the command to Noah 
history tells us that there came a great crisis 
and destroyed all but eight persons from the 
face of the earth. 

The witnesses verify that the earth was in 
existence more than a hundred thousand years 
before Adam and Eve, and was populated thou- 
sands of years before Adam and Eve's time; and 
our Bible also verifies the fact. 

The historic records of the Bible describe two 
great calamities that nearly emptied the earth 
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of its tnhabitanta The Bible also tells the 
world that they are doomed still again, as they 
were at the time of Adam and Eve and Noah 
and the flood (St Matt 24 : 21, 22).

Before beginning the interpreting of what the 

end of the world means, your attention is called 

to what has been going on for the past few 

years. Hundreds and thousands of men and 

women have been preaching liiat the end of the 

world was right at hand. Many have set the 

date of its coming, in the firm belief that God 

was going to destroy the earth, while a few were 

going to be taken to a mansion in the skies where 

more sorrow, pain or death. 

ion that the end of the world 

rht at hand was the pure wheat 

other hand, that God was going 

arth, is but the chaff of truth. 
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The writer will now interpret the key and 
then the lock. The key reads: *' God spared not 
the old world, but saved Noah the eighth per- 
son/' When the old world was destroyed it was 
not the earth that God destroyed, it was the 
inhabitants; the people, the human race. The 
world means the people, not the earth. 

And the lock verifies the key, for when the 
disciples asked Christ what would be the sign of 
the end of the world, he answered and said, ' ' as 
the days of Noah were/' Those who are look- 
ing for the end of the world should look for its 
coming in the same way that Christ said it 
would come, by the coming of a great crisis that 
would nearly destroy the people from the face 
of the earth. Christ even went on and told the 
disciples what that crisis would be; how it would 
come, and how it would get beyond their control. 
In plain, simple, unmistakable words Christ said 
that this greatest of all crises would begin by 
the uprising of all nations, a great international 
war, so vast that nations would get no chance to 
bury their dead, and it would be impossible to 
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prevent their decaying bodies from breeding the 
most terrible pestilence that has ever visited the 
earth. The most terrible famines must follow, 
for so vast will be the men drafted into the 
great armies that the plow must stop in its fur- 
row. No attempt will be made for seed-time, 
and the vast armies drawing on the world's sup- 
plies of food will foster the most dreadful 
famines known to history. Christ pictured it in 
the following words: '* For there shall be great 
tribulation, such as was not since the beginning 
of the world to this time, no, nor ever shall be; 
and except those days should be shortened, 
there should no flesh be saved." 

The great Prophet Isaiah foretold this crisis 
long before Christ did in the following words: 

Isaiah 2U:1, 3, 5.—** Behold, the Lord maketh 
the earth empty, and maketh it waste. The 
land shall be utterly emptied, and utterly 
spoiled: Therefore hath the curse devoured the 
earth, and they that dwell therein are desolate: 
therefore the inhabitants of the earth are burned, 
and few men left.'' 
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The Prophet Daniel also pictured it : 

Daniel 12 : 1. — ''And there shall be a time of 
trouble, such as never was since there was 
a nation/* 

So did the mighty Prophet Jeremiah prophesy 
the same: 

Jere. 2^ : 10. * * And I will send the sword, the 
famine, and the pestilence among them till they 
be consumed from oflf the land that I gave unto 
them and to their fathers/' 

Jere. 25 : 33. — '' And the slain of the Lord 
shall be at that day from one end of the earth 
even unto the other end of the earth: they shall 
not be lamented, neither gathered, nor buried." 

Jere. U6 :28.—''l will make a full end of all 
the nations." 

The writer could go on and quote hundreds of 
places in our Bible where it tells of the coming 
of this terrible and deadly crisis that is now 
right at the doors of our homes. The world 
knows it, their instinct tells them that some- 
thing awful is about to happen, they cannot help 
seeing the shadow of it when all nations are 
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hurrying gigantic preparations for war. But it 
is the last touch of evil that will close every door 
of escape against the inhabitants of the earth. 
It will be the saddest funeral that will ever pass 
on earth, where the rich and the poor, the 
learned and the illiterate, the strong and the weak, 
will weep the most sorrowful tears, suffer the most 
agonizing pains and pass to eternity together. 

They who believe that the end of the world 
means that God is going to destroy the heavens 
and the earth find evidence for their belief in 
Rev. 21 : 1, which reads:— *' And I saw a new 
heaven and a new earth; for the first heaven 
and the first earth were passed away.'* This 
passage of Scripture is an allegory, and will have 
its true meaning interpreted when the writer 
interpretes Genesis 1 : 1, telling how God created 
the heavens and the earth at the beginning, 
''which things,'' the Bible says, "are an alle- 
gory.'* But the reader can find perfect assur- 
ance in the Bible that the earth will be in exist- 
ence forever, and when the coming great inter- 
national wars are over there will be a few that 
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will inherit the earth according to the prophesies 
which read : 

Matt. 5 : 5. — "Blessed are the meek, for they 
shall inherit the earth.'' 

Eccles. 1 : 4.—** One generation passeth away,

Dr. Alex 
Peddle, of the Royal College of Physicians and 
Surgeons at Edinburgh, terms it a narcotic, acrid 
poison. Dr. Woods, author of the U. S. Dispen- 
satory, calls alcohol a poison. Dr. King, author 
of the American Dispensatory, styles it a poison. 
All the Dispensatories say the same thing; the 
British, the Dublin, the German, the Italian, the 
Russian, the French Dispensatories: all the med- 
ical dictionaries, all standard medical authorities 
unite in calling this subtle spirit, that forms the 
staple of all intoxicating drinks, a poison. 

The writer will now interpret the lock and 
key. If the reader compares the command given 
to Aaron with the one given to Adam he will see 
at a glance that one is a perfect key to the other. 
Mark well the fact that there is no difference be- 
tween the two commands, except that in the first 
command Adam was warned gainst the tree of 
good and evil and in the second command Aaron 
was warned against the wine cup. 

Stop and think; is it not a fact that wine is a 
product of the grape-vine? The ancients classed 
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the grape-vine as a tree, as the following passage 
of Scripture will verify: 

Ezek. 15 : 2, ft— "What is the vine-tree more 
than any tree ? As the vine-tree among the trees 
of the forest?'' 

But, says the critic, how is it that Adam was 
commanded not to eat of this tree instead of 
drinking the wine? It is of ancient origin, yet 
it is still in use even down to the present time 
by the natives of the Philippine Islands; they 
first crush the fruit with their teeth, then 
moisten it with the saliva of their mouth, then 
spit it into a vessel and wait till it ferments, and 
produce intoxication by eating it. They prefer 
this way of getting intoxicated to drinking the 
juice of the fruit. 

We find that the Lord commanded Moses to 
instruct the children of Israel not to drink any 
liquid of grapes, nor eat moist grapes, which the 
following will verify : 

Num. 6 :3. — **Ke shall separate himself from 
wine and strong drink, neither shall he drink 
any liquor of grapes, nor eat moist grapes." 
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Showing and proving as we have abeady 
stated, that there is practically no difference 
between the warning given to Adam and the 
warning given to Aaron against intoxication. 
Furthermore, we can show that from Genesis to 
Revelation there is one complete chain of com- 
mands and warnings against the wine cup. The 
following is but a few of the many that we can 
introduce: 

Nvm 6 : S. — "He shall drink neither wine nor 
strong drink." 

Judges 13 :i. — "Now I pray thee, drink not 
wine nor strong drink." 

/ Sam. 1:14.—" EH said unto her, put away 
thy wine." 

Jere. 35 : H. — "The words of Jonadab com- 
manded his sons not to drink wine." 

Amos 5 : 11.- -" But ye shall not drink wine." 

Eph. 5 : 18.— "And be not drunk with wine." 

Prov. ZS : 20. — "Be not among wine-bibbers." 
S.—" A bishop then must not be 

lousand years have come and gone 
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since man was first warned against the wine 
cup, yet at the present time that warning is still 
heard by all boys before leaving their childhood 
home. But the small boy asked, why are we 
warned against the wine cup? There is only 
one answer that can be given, and the answer is 
this: The wine cup is one of the greatest curses 
that a boy can ever fall heir to. It is a deadly 
curse, for when you once fall into its trap, 
you are held for life a victim of a most 
craving appetite for alcoholic drinks. After 
Adam had fallen into the habit of eating of the 
tree of good and evil, then the Lord God told 
him in the following words that he was trapped 
for life, '*In sorrow shalt thou eat of it all the 
days of thy life." Gen. 3 : 17. 

But the allegory reads that this tree is a tree 
of both good and evil, and in the next few chap- 
ters the writer will show that the wine cup has 
good qualities as well as evil.

In acute diseases 
it has repeatedly supported not only life, but 
even the bulk of the body during many days of 
abstinence from common foods; and in a few in- 
stances persons have supported themselves al- 
most solely on alcohol and inconsiderable quanti-

If these things can be true, as I shall hereafter 
show they can be, there is no need, of course, to 
argue further about the elementary character of 
alcohol ;but we may safely say that it acts as a food.

' ' The Truth About Alcohol, '' by Robert Gunn, 
M. D., pages. 27, 28, 31, 66: ''Alcohol is a true 
food which nourishes, warms and strengthens. 
Alcohol is entitled to be reckoned as a food. 
When exhaustion is so complete that no digestion 
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can go on, illcohol is readily taken into the blood, 
and thus supplies the place of food. Let the 
people learn through scientific experiments that 
alcohol is both a medicine and a food." 

Showing the reader that any drink that has 
alcohol in it, like wines, beers, champagne, gin, 
rum, etc, stimulates digestion and enables more 
and richer food to be eaten and more easily 
digested. 

To verify this, visit what is called a "swell 
cafe, " where the so-called fast-livers are dining. 
What will surprise you the most is, how aqy one 
can drink two or three glasses of beer or cham- 
pagne and eat such an enormous amount of the 
richest food at such a late hour of the night 
Modem science thus verifies what Adam's wife 
said, that this tree that produces the fruit that 
fills the wine cup is good for food.

From Adam and Eve's time to the present, 
millions upon millions of mankind have become 
willing victims of the wine cup, because they 
saw as Adam and Eve saw that wine was good 
for food, especially serviceable in feeble digestion 
and atonic dyspepsia; the Apostle Paul well knew 
it, for, as we have seen, we find him recommend- 
ing it to his friend Timothy: 

/ Tim. 5 :2S. — ''Use a little wine for thy 
stomach's sake and thine own infirmaties." 

And in dozens of places in our medical books 
we find it admitted that there is medical virtue 
in alcoholic drinking that makes it good for 
food. 
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Bartholow, ''Materia Medica and Therapeu- 
tics/' page 389, says: "Alcohol in small doses 
is a useful stoniach tonic. It is especially ser- 
viceable in the feeble digestion of old people, the 
atonic dyspepsia of the sedentary, and in the 
slow and inefficient digestion of convalescence 
from acute diseases/' 

Almost every physician will tell the reader 
that he is prescribing a moderate allowance of 
whiskey, beer, ale, etc., foraged people, whose 
health and strength are failing them; that the 
tree of good and evil was and is good for food is 
a truth that has stood the test of time for nearly 
6,000 years and will stand the test of time 
without end.

''Ennios, iSschylus and Cato," remarks a 
writer, * * all got their inspiration from drinking. 
Mezzerai had always a large bottle of wine be- 
side him among his books ; he drank of it at each 
page he wrote.'* 

Thomas DeQuincey says that a dozen glasses 
of wine advantageously affected his faculties 
and increased the power of his intellect. 

The writer could give- many more quotations 
as witnesses to verify the experience that 
Adam's wife had with the wine cup, that it was 
a tree to be desired to make one wise. In other 
words, those that are working and struggling 
for new light on the difficult and complicated 
problems that concern the welfare of the human 
family have a most enticing desire for the wine 
cup, for it makes mental labor much easier for 
the time being, and no doubt Adam's wife 
thought that she was doing what any good and 
true wife would do if she thought it was within 
her power to help her husband in his endeavors.

The writer will interpret the hidden mean- 
ing of the thistle. The ancient historian se- 
lected the thistle to illustrate the natural, un- 
changeable characteristics of a jealous disposi- 
tion. No doubt the reader has seen a thistle 
growing by the roadside and remembers how it 
looked, for almost any one would notice that it 
has peculiarities that no other plant possesses. 
You may approach it or try to handle it in any 
way you like, but it is impossible to escape its 
sharp and disagreeable defences. Those who 
liken it to a jealous disposition know that it has 
the same pecularities, for it is not possible to as- 
sociate with a jealous disposition with any de- 
gree of peace, safety or comfort. 

It is plain to understand now what the Lord 
meant when he said to Adam, ' * Thistles shall it 
lOTng forth to thee." He meant that Adam 
would bring forth a jealous disposition, and the

prophecy was fulfilled in the history of Cain. 
The following is the history itself : 

Genesis -4.— "The Lord had respect unto Abel 
and to his offering. But unto Cain and to his 
offering he had no respect. And Cain was wroth, 
and his countenance fell. The Lord said unto 
Cain, Why art thou wroth ? and why is thy 
countenance fallen? If thou doest well, shalt 
thou not be accepted ? and if thou doest not 
well, sin lieth at the door. And unto thee shall 
be his desire, and thou shalt rule over him. And 
Cain talked with Abel, his brother : and it came 
to pass, when they were in the field, that Cain 
rose up against Abel his brother, and slew 
him.'' 

Because the Lord paid a little more attention 
and respect to his brother than He did to him, 
he became jealous toward his brother. When 
the Lord saw that Cain was entertaining evil in 
his mind towards his brother, he went to Cain 
and tried to stop the jealousy, and prevent Cain 
doing any harm to his brother. He offered Cain 
the ransom of being ruler over his brother Abel ; 
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and even more, He called his attention to the 
fact that if he did not do well towards his 
brother the sin would lie at the door of his con- 
science and haunt him forever. Yet, when the 
day came with the opportunity for vengeance, 
Cain slew his only brother. 

The Lord with all His wisdom and power dis- 
covered that a jealous disposition was like a 
thistle. Although He tried to hire Cain to 
change his mind by offering the most coveted 
ransom, and threatened him with the most bit- 
ter and untiring punishment (a haunted con- 
science) , yet it was to no advantage. The Lord 
found it beyond His power to discover even one 
chance in nature by which to handle the jealous 
disposition in peace and safety. 

Furthermore, Cain's jealous disposition be- 
came as uncomfortable to Adam's peace of mind 
as if a thistle had been made fast to his hands. 
The Lord laid the sin at the door of Adam's con- 
science of having a child bom into his home 
with a jealous disposition ; and for that child to 
satisfy that jealous disposition by slaying his 
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only brother, made his peace of mind like a this- 
tle ; for the God of nature had left no way to 
blot this saddest of sorrows from Adam's con- 
science. 

We will now take up the key which unlocks 
this allegory. Solomon is considered one of the 
wisest men that ever lived, and he wrote in 
clear and unmistakable words that jealousy was 
like a thistle, that if you excited it, it * ' will 
not spare in the days of vengeance,'* no more 
than a jealous Cain spared Abel. *'It will not 
regard any ransom," no more than Cain would 
regard the ransom of being ruler over Abel ; 
* * neither will he rest content, though thou gi v- 
est many gifts. " Solomon unveiled a law of na- 
ture that whoever excites a jealous disposition 
(and you will excite it if you associate with it) 
will find that it is like a thistle with no way left 
by the designer of nature to associate with it in 
peace, comfort or safety. 

The writer will now question the witnesses, 
and the first, George Eliot, says, ' * Jealousy is 
never satisfied with anything short of an 
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omniscience. ' ' Says the second witness, Hannah 
More, ' *0 jealousy, thou ugliest fiend of Hell, 
thy. deadly venom preys on my vitals." Who- 
ever excites jealousy will reap a deadly venom 
from a fiend of Hell. And, says the third wit- 
ness. Mallet, **0 jealousy, thou merciless de- 
stroyer !" If a jealous disposition is merciless, 
does it not further verify that jealousy is like a 
thistle, for what chance would anyone have for 
peace or safety if it is merciless ? 

Leaving these witnesses, we will take the 
reader into some of the saddest and most bitter 
homes, where the tongue of this green-eyed this- 
tle cuts like a flaming sword. Hundreds and 
thousands of bright, happy girls leave their 
comfortable and pleasant homes to marry these 
jealous human thistles. Every day, month and 
year of her married life does each one of them 
realize that she is tied to a human thistle. This 
jealous fiend accuses her of everything that is 
vile and despised. Nothing can she do or say, 
nothing refrain from doing or saying, to per- 
suade him that she is innocent of wrong. He 
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will not let her mind rest in peace for a moment. 
He knows that such a man is not riding by the 
house for nothing. She does not even dare to 
visit a neighbor's house, or speak to old and 
beloved acquaintances, for his merciless tongrue 
would not spare her feelings the next time they 
have company. He calls her everything that is 
vile, cruel and bitter, even though she gives up all 
the pleasures and comforts of life and home for 
the sake of peace. She does all within her 
power to make this human thistle comfortable 
and happy; yet she never, finds a single, solitary 
way to quench the fire of his jealousy. With 
tears in her eyes, and the feeling that a mill- 
stone is in her heart, she looks toward the sky 
and cries out in agony, **What wrong have I 
done that I should live in such trouble and 
misery?*' 

Hundreds and thousands of husbands are try- 
ing in every conceivable way to live in peace 
with the jealous thistle of a wife, while their 
hearts bleed in bitter sorrow and pain because 
they cannot succeed. She is jealous of him in 
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all the avenues of life. She tells him he is show- 
ing attention to his bookkeeper, and gives the 
innocent bookkeeper a stinging piece of her 
tongue. She accuses her husband of having 
improper relations with the servant girl, and the 
servant girl is dismissed amid a shower of hot 
words. This feminine thistle accuses him of ev- 
ery thing that is vile and mean the moment he 
treats anyone with kindness and respect. She 
hangs about his place of business, watches his 
office from the neighbors' windows, and finally 
tells all her jealous feelings to the busybodies 
and wholesale gossipers, till the husband feels 
that his pathway through life is strewn with 
thistles sharper than they grow in any mountain 
pasture. His home is as inviting as coals of fire 
on a hot day, and he finds peace and comfort 
only in the grave. 

The writer will not pursue the characteristics 
of a jealous disposition any farther, for they are 
well known to the minister in the pulpit, to the 
mayor in his council, and the president in his 
cabinet; in fact, no path in life from the cradle 
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to the grave is free from this pest, the human 
thistle. 

COVETOUSNESS 

As the thistle was a perfect object to illustrate 
the characteristics of a jealous disposition, so 
did the Scripture historian show the gift of 
genius in selecting the thorn to illustrate the un- 
mistakable characteristics of a covetous disposi- 
tion. A covetous disposition is far different 
from a jealous disposition, for the designer of 
nature left room on a thorn to handle it with 
safety, and it is the same with a covetous dispo- 
sition. The designer of nature gave plenty of 
opportunity to live and associate with a covetous 
disposition with perfect safety by spending less 
than your income. But by making terms of 
peace with a covetous disposition, it can be done 
no more than you can make terms of peace with 
a thorn. If you give a thorn the opportunity to 
pierce your flesh, it will certainly do it. A cov- 
etous disposition is always in want of something 
more or something different. Give it the oppor- 
tunity and your income will hardly meet your 
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expenses, till your peace of mind becomes more 
uncomfortable than a thorn in the flesh. In try- 
ing to please and satisfy a covetous disposition 
on one hand, and in striving to find a way to 
meet the increasing expenses on the other, life 
is made as unpleasant as by wearing a crown of 
thorns. 

You can tell the genuine covetous dispositions 
as easily as you can tell a thorn -tree by 
its thorns. They wear their new hat a few 
times, and it doesn't suit. They wear new 
clothes a few times, and the clothes were not 
just what they wanted. If they are housekeep- 
ing, they think it would be better to board out; 
if they are obliged to board out they see so many 
more conveniences in housekeeping. If they 
could only have a bicycle, they could have so 
much enjoyment. They ride it a few times, and 
then it is too much like work, and the bicycle is 
kicking around the bam. Next, they must have 
a horse and carriage. The first few days the 
poor animal is nearly driven to death; after 
that the horse suffers for want of exercise. 
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Something more has got to be bought before the 
home can be complete. The carpenter must 
come and fix this or that. They see so many 
faults in the hired help, and the help is going 
and coming most of the time. 

The thorny dispositions have a hard time of it 
in trying to make others see things in the same 
light that they do. If they had their lives to 
live over again, they wouldn't marry the best 
person that ever lived. But the husband or wife 
is hardly cold before they are after another vic- 
tim to torment. They seem to get their mind 
set on that which they cannot obtain or afford, 
and when the feeling of covetousness is running 
high they sit down and grumble over the incon- 
veniences of being poor. They think of nobody 
but themselves. It makes no difference how 
poor in pocketbook or health, or how hard one is 
slaving day and night to keep the wolf from the 
door, these human thorns never tire of fretting, 
worrying, teasing for something that is just a 
little beyond reach. They make life a perfect 
hell because they are never satisfied. Wives 
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and husbands go through life slaving day and 
night, only to find at the gates of death that 
they are no nearer the goal than when they 
were married. 

The following history of Adam's son, Abel, 
shows plainly that he was the thorn that Adam 
would bring forth. 

Genesis, Ch. -4. — ''In the process of time it 
came to pass that Cain brought out of the fruit 
of the ground an offering unto the Lord. And 
Abel, he also brought of the firstlings of his 
flock and the fat thereof. And the Lord had re- 

« 

spect unto Abel and to his offering, but unto 
Cain and to his offering He had no respect. 
And Cain was very wroth. And the Lord said 
unto Cain, Why art thou wroth ? Unto thee 
shall be his desire." (Cain builded a city.) 

Although Abel commanded the most respect, 
so much so that it excited thie jealousy of his 
rich brother, Cain, yet Abel, like millions of 
mankind, was not satisfied; he desired Cain's 
riches. Take the case home to your own heart, 
and then you will have some idea of how Adam felt 
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in having a dissatisfied, discontented son, and that 
son surrounded with fully his share of the good 
things of life. How many fathers and mothers 
are giving their children more than they ever 
had when they were children, even more than 
their share of the good things of life, yet their 
covetous dispositions makes them all the time 
dissatisfied, discontented with their lot, always 
crying and fussing for something that is a little 
beyond the income of the home, till those cov- 
etous dispositions destroy their peace of mind 
and the comforts of home as if a thorn were 
piercing their flesh. Many are the fathers and 
mothers, like Adam and Eve, who have brought 
"thorns also and thistles'' forth for children; 
their home, their happiness, their peace; and all 
that goes to make up life's journey worth living 
for, is made unhappy and discouraging by bring- 
ing into the world jealous and covetous children. 
The following words of Christ are verified on 
the street cars, steamboats, at the theatre, in 
fact, all the walks of life, where we meet the 
rich face to face: 
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Luke 12 : 15. — "And Christ said unto them, 
Take heed and beware of covetousness: for a 
man's life consisteth not in the abundance of the 
things which he possesseth.'' 

Why do the faces of the rich look hard, sour, 
mean, selfish and troubled, while their lives 
consist in the abundance of this world's goods? 
The cause we all know, for the most of rich 
parents bring forth ''thorns also and thistles'' 
for children. ' * Rarely, ' ' says Andrew Carnegie, 

do we see a smile on the face of a rich man."

CHAPTER XIV 



GENIUS 



LOCK 

Genesis 2 : 7.— "And the Lord God fonned 
man from the dust of the ground." 

KEY, MATT. 16 : 19 

Genesis 28 : 12, 13, i-J. — "And he dreamed; 
and behold the Lord said, Thy seed shall be as 
the dust of the earth, and in thy seed shall all 
the families of the earth be blessed." 

WITNESS NO. 1, MATT. 18 : 16 

"Shall the fair fame and reputation of the 
man (U. S. Grant) who led those armies be 
trampled in the dust by one man?"— Loflfan's 
reply to the attack of. Senator Sumner on Presi- 
dent Granfs administration in 1872. 

NO. 2 

"The nation was trodden in the dust when 
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France signed the revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes. "—56e(2 Thoughts for Public Speakers, 
p 106. 

NO. 3 

" In all ages the individual has in one form or 
another been trodden in the dust.^*-— Canning. 

These are beautiful allegories, pure and simple 
in their hidden meaning. One of our learned 
authors says: 

' ' The story of Eden and of Adam and Eve is a 
signal example of the wealth of the East in al- 
legory and literary art. * ♦ ♦ ♦ The whole 
story of the fall is a beautiful allegory, filled 
with evolutionary, psychical and spiritual sig- 
nificance, and it honors the sacred literature.'' 
—Henry Wood, ' ' I4fe More Abundant, * ' pane 27. 

What is its meaning? Dust is what we tread 
on and kick around us as we walk; and from 
Adam's time to the present we have used the 
word dust in the same meaning and for the same 
purpose that this ancient historian used it in the 
history of Adam's life, meaning that he was 
trod on and kicked around as the dust of the 
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ground by his own kin, in his own home. 
Second, the allegory reads that the Lord God 
formed Adam from the dust of the ground. The 
Bible does not leave us in the dark as to the hid- 
den meaning of the words, "Lord God,'' the 
Lord means spirit (II Cor. 8 : 17) and " God is 
love,'' (I Jo. 4:8). Put the two interpreta- 
tions together, and they show that the "Lord 
God " means the spirit of love. Modem science 
is repeatedly telling us that the spirit of love 
is one of the most powerful stimulants to the 
niind, soul and body. To be in love with any- 
thing is a source of flowing pleasure. And 
there comes a time in almost every man's life 
when the spirit of love renews the courage, fills 
the soul with the fragrant flowers of pleasure, 
and the mind with beautiful pictures of kind- 
ness, gentleness and sweet companionship. It 
comes during the days of courtship. During 
his days of courtship a great change came into 
Adam's life. No longer was he trod on like 
dust; he found kindness, gentleness and sweetest 
of companionship in a wife that he loved; and 
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when he entered the vale of courtship he left 

■ 

behind him his first home where his life had 
been as the dust of the ground. 

Those who are familiar with the Bible history 
of Adam can understand this interpretation of 
the beautiful allegory. Adam had grown to 
manhood and had taken unto himself a wife 
(Gen. 1 : 28) . Even more than that, God had 
congratulated his son (Luke 3 : 38) for choosing 
so worthy a wife ((Sen. 1 : 28) and Grod said 
unto them, ''be fruitful and multiply.'' This 
shows that he had crossed that narrow vale of 
courtship (where many a man and woman have 
said ' ' always a-courting and never wed, would be 
the happiest life that ever was led "), 

How often we hear it said, ' ' Such a man is 
a self-made man," or "Such a person was a 
poor boy." So was the first of the geniuses 
formed from the trodden dust of the ground. 

The writer will now interpret the keys which 
fit the lock or allegory. They read : 

Genesis 28:12, 13, i^.— "And he dreamed, 
and behold the Lord said, Thy seed shall 
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be as the dust of the earth, and in thy seed 
shall all the families of the earth be blessed/' 

This is a dream which Jacob dreamed prior to 
the birth of his son Joseph, who was trod on 
and kicked around like the dust of the earth by 
his own kin. His brothers would mock him and 
call him a dreamer; they even harbored such 
enmity towards him as to desire to kill him 
(Gen. 37 : 20), and finally sold him to the Ish- 
maelites (Gen. 37 : 28) for a slave. 

While as a slave in Egypt he foretold to the 
king the coming of a three years' famine. The 
king believed the prophecy and provided for the 
famine, and all families of the earth were 
blessed with plenty to eat Like Adam, he be- 
came a great and famous man after being trod 
on, kicked around like the dust of the earth. 

This interpretation of the Lord Grod forming 
man from the dust of the ground is in no wise 
new or original. The prophets Isaiah, Micah 
and Daniel made like interpretations. 

Isaiah 8:2. — "A nation meted out and trod- 
den down/' 
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Micah 8 : 13. — "Trodden down as the mire 
of the street." 

Daniel 8 : IS. — "The host to be trodden under 
foot/' 

Charles T. Russell uses the same expression: 
' 'Jerusalem shall be no longer trodden down of the 
Gentiles, but shall arise from the dust of divine 
disfavor." — ** MiUenniaX Darvn,** vol. 2, page 77. 

"The world is fain to obscure what is bril- 
liant, and drag down to the dust what is ex- 
alted," says Schiller. 

Also says Jean Paul, " There are souls which 
fall from heaven like flowers; but ere the pure 
and fresh buds can open they are trodden in the 
dust." 

I will now show these threads of thought in 
another light, and fortify the interpretation be- 
yond any question of a doubt. 

The following parable, spoken by Christ, is a 
perfect key to this allegory of the dust that 
Adam was formed from. 

LOCK 

Mark 6 : U. — "Jesus said unto them, A prophet 
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is not without honor, but in his own country and 
among his own kin, and in his own house."

The interpretation. -The hidden meaning can 
only be discovered by finding something that is 
* a perfect similitude. The parable reads that ' 'a 
prophet is not without honor, but in his own 
country, and among his own kin, and in his own 
house." 

The answer is in the history of all our great 
geniuses. Like the prophets, they found honor 
everywhere except in their own country, and 
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among their own kin, and in their own house. 

On the other hand Christ said, "and without 
a parable spake he not unto them/' for the sim- 
ple reason that a prophet is a genius itself. 

Those who have read the history of the 
world's great men that have advanced civiliza- 
tion, know that they were (figuratively speak- 
ing) trod on and kicked around as the dust of 
the ground. Adam was one of the first great 
geniuses that advanced civilization; as already 
said, he gave names to all the cattle, and the 
fowl of the air, and every beast of the field 
(Gen. 2 : 20). If any reader thinks it does not 
require a powerful intellect to coin hundreds of 
new names as Adam did, try and invent a few. 

You will find that it requires no small mental 
ability. 

(jenius has many and unmistakable character- 
istics, and to receive honor everywhere except 
from those that are near and dear to him is one 
of those characteristics. The world can tell a 
genius as easily as you can tell light from 
darkness. 
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In closing the chapter the writer will give a 
brief history of a few of the most famous 
geniuses who have found honor everywhere ex- 
cept in their own country. 

I will begin with King David, one of the most 
eminent military geniuses of ancient times. 

Psa. 69 : 8. — "I am become a stranger unto my 
brethren, an alien unto my mother's children.'' 

Psa. SI : ll'lS. — "As I was a reproach among 
all mine enemies, but especially amongmy neigh- 
bors. I am forgotten as a dead man out of mind: 
I am like a broken vessel, I have heard the slan- 
der of many." 

Psa. 79 : U. — *' We are become a reproach to 
our neighbors, a scorn and a derision to them 
that are around about us." 

Again, the ablest critics acknowledge that the 
literary genius of Job remains unexcelled. 

Job, Ch. 19. — ''1Ay kinsfolk have failed, and 
my familiar friends have forgotten me. They 
that dwell in mine house, and my maids, count 
me for a stranger: I am an alien in their sight. 
I called my servant, and he gave me no answer. 
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My breath is strange to my wife, though I en- 
treated for the children's sake of mine own 
body. Yea, young children despised me; I 
arose, and they spake against me. All my in- 
ward friends abhorred me: * * * ♦ and they 
whom I loved are turned against me." 

The third and last example that I will offer 
from Bible history is a picture of one of the 
greatest prophetic geniuses the world has ever 
seen. Yet in a few words he acknowledged 
he found honor everywhere except in his own 
country, and was barred from all houses. 

Mark6:U. ''Jesus said unto them, A prophet 
is not without honor, but in his own country, 
and among his own kin, and in his own house." 

Matt. 8 : ^0.— "The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the air have nests, but the Son of man 
hath not where to lay his head." 

St MaU. 26 : 57.— ''Then did they spit in his 
face and others smote him with the palms of 
their hands. " 

St John 10 :20. — "He hath a devil, and is 
mad; why honor ye him." 
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St. John 19 : l.~''Then Pilate therefore took 
Jesus, and scourged him." 

St. Matt. — ** And they crucified him/' 

Coming now to our own times, let us look into 
the house of our immortal and beloved genius, 
Abraham Lincoln. John Lord, in his * ' Beacon 
Lights of History,'' vol. 12, page 251, says: 
* * Lincoln married in 1842 Miss Mary Todd, from 
Lexington, Kentucky. As everybody knows, 
this marriage did not prove a happy one, and do- 
mestic troubles account in a measure for Lin- 
coln's sad and melancholy countenance. And 
this is all the world needs to know of this sad 
affair, which, though a matter of gossip, never 
was a scandal. It is unfortunate for the fame 
of many great men that we know so much of 
their private lives." 

Take the case of the greatest of all phil- 
osophers, Socrates, whom Cato said was the 
greatest, wisest and best man that ever 
lived. 

Said Aulus Gellius in the ** Attic Nights:" 
* ' Xanthippe, the wife of Socrates, the philoso- 
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pher, is said to have been very morose and quar- 
relsome, so that she would, night and day, give 
unrestrained vent to her passions and female im- 
pertinences. Alcibiades, astonished at her in- 
temperance toward her husband, asked Socrates 
what was the reason he did not turn so morose 
a woman out of doors. * Because, ' replied Soc- 
rates ' by enduring such a person at home I am 
accustomed and exercised to bear with greater 
ease the petulence and rudeness of others 
abroad.' '* — Crown Masterpieces of Literature, 
vol. 5, page 1873. 

Galileo was condemned for saying that the 
earth turned on its axis. 

Liebig, the distinguished German chemist, 
was jeered at by the profession. 

Pasteur, the great French biologist, was also 
jeered at by the profession. 

Bruno, the renowned Italian philosopher and 
forerunner of the school of modem pantheistic 
philosophers, was burned at the stake. 

Florence gave Dante exile, in exchange for 
his immortal poem. 
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London gave Milton threats of imprisonment 
for having written " Paradise Lost " 

Clo8ter» the inventor of typewriting, was de- 
clared a madman by his neighbors. 

Gutenberg, the inventor of the printing- 
press, was driven from his own country by his 
neighbors. 

Kay, the inventor of the fly-shuttle, was driven 
from his home and was forced to take refuge in 
Paris where he soon died in beggery and neglect. 

Hargreaves, the inventor of the spinning- 
jenny, was driven from his home and country, 
and the rest of his life was a dreary outcast 
struggling against starvation. 

The world cried * * folly " at Fulton's steamboat; 
* * humbug ' * at Morse's telegraph ; * ' insanity ' * at 
Gray's iron rod; and ''atheism" at the discov- 
eries of Darwin. The inventions of Edison, Mar- 
coni, Roentgen and Koch could not be explained 
away by modern science schools, but their dis- 
coveries were greeted by the universities with 
personal attacks full of animosity, and these 
great geniuses have been pictured as no more 
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than the commercial exploiters of other people's 
ideas. 

The traits and the sufferings of genius do not 
change. As they were in Adam's time, so are 
they today, and will be to the end of time. Says 
the eminent author, Charles G. D. Roberts: "In 
that highest sphere, in which genius roughhews 
the timbers of the world's new thought, it can- 
not receive the sympathy of men."

No one has ever given better definitions of 
fame than these. The figurative way of de- 
scribing it has been employed by nearly all the 
great writers and speakers from Adam's time to 
the present. 

When this allegory was first given, six thou- 
sand years ago, no printing presses or books ex- 
isted; not even a word could be written, for 
there was no alphabet from which words could 
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be coined. No new thought or any knowledge, 
history or prophecy could be preserved unless it 
was embalmed with some undying, unfading 
element of nature. 

The allegory is a prophecy that Adam's name 
would transcend human forgetfulness, or as it is 
figuratively expressed, would *'live forever." 
But to embalm that prophecy they chose a sub- 
ject that would forever resemble it — namely, 
the immortality of life. Every age, race and 
creed has held that man never dies. So it is 
recorded in all the Bibles of humanity, on mon- 
uments and tombs of all ages and by the men 
that have left their footprints on the sands of 
time. The following quotation is only one of 
hundreds that are recorded in a recent work: 
* * Man never dies. The soul inhabits the body 
for a time, and leaves it again. The soul is my- 
self; the body is only my dwelling-place. Birth 
is not birth; there is a soul already existent 
when the body comes to it. Death is not death; 
the soul merely departs, and the body falls. It 
is because men see only their bodies, that they 
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love life and hate death." — Helen PhUbrook PaU 
ten* 8 ** IntiTnaMons of Immortality,** page 16, 
from the Buddhist Scriptures, China. 

Christ even went so far as to prove by con- 
clusive evidence that it is possible to see and 
even talk with those whom we call dead (Matt. 
17 : 3) . Modern science has repeatedly asserted 
the possibility of seeing and talking with our so- 
called dead. 

When the ancient historian likened fame to 
the immortal soul he knew that this would pre- 
serve his prophecy through all ages to come. 

I vrill now take up the parable, which is a per- 
fect key to this allegory. 

St. John 11 :25, 26.—'*Jeaua said unto her, 
He that believeth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live. And whosoever liveth and be- 
lieveth in me shall never die.*' 

Matt. IS : 5-4.— "All these things spake Jesus 
unto the multitude in parables; and without a 
parable spake he not unto them." 

The word that answers to the parable is Fame. 
Although our great and most famous men are 
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dead, yet their names are still living. That 
which we admire, prize and venerate in them 
can never be forgotten. 

" Without a parable spake he not unto them." 
For the simple reason that the fruits of the in- 
tellect that famous men have left behind them 
are a part of those men, and the most valuable 
part When we read the thoughts of great men 
they are still speaking to us, though their bodies 
are in the grave. Goethe and Voltaire, and all 
the great inventors, are still laboring for us, and 
we are still influenced by the deeds of Washing- 
ton and Lincoln. Says Thaddeus B. Wakeman : 

* * Whatever a man does lives after him accord- 
ing to the nature of his deeds, and these deeds, 
the traces which they produce, the memories 
which they leave, the efforts in which they are 
perpetuated, are nothing foreign to him, but in 
them dwells the quintessence of his soul. It is 
he himself. 

** Just as an inventor who has built up a fac- 
tory to actualize his invention as a living pres- 
ence in every department of the plant, although 
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bodily he may be absent, so the soul of man re- 
mains an efficient factor in life, although he 
may be overtaken by death and rest from his 
lBbors.^*—''The Coming Science,'* page 15i. 

While touring in the State of Virginia, the 
writer had the great pleasure of visiting Wash- 
ington's tomb. Within it, on a marble slab, 
these words were written : * ' Jesus said unto 
her, He that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live; and whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die/' 

Where could these words be more appropriately 
placed, as having been fulfilled, than this tomb? 

For history shows that Washington was a true 
follower of Christ's teachings (Matt 19:29). 
He gave all that was dearest to him to suffer 
privation, pain and sorrow, and the bitter hard- 
ships of Valley Forge. For weeks, months and 
years did he suffer and struggle, on battlefields 
red with human blood, till he broke the heavy 
chains of injustice which were being forged 
upon the American people by King George, and 
gave to us our land of liberty.

I thought as I gazed at the hundreds and thou- 
sands that were visiting his tomb that day, how 
true were Christ's words that had been written 
on the marble slab; though Washington were 
dead, yet shall he live. It is beyond our power 
to dismiss this great genius to the chambers of 
f orgetfulness, for he did what we most admire 
and venerate in any man — ^he opened the gates 
of liberty, equality and fraternity, and closed 
the gate of injustice. 

Gal. 6:7. — "Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked; for whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap." 

In that passage of Scripture is the law 
of nature governing fame. No one can reap 
a harvest of fame that has not sown the 
seeds. 

Whatsoever you have done for the good of 
posterity, posterity will remember you only so 
far as you have remembered her. If you pro- 
mote the welfare of men by some real achieve- 
ment, posterity will give you permanent remem- 
brance. Whatsoever a man soweth he shall 
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reap. This is one of nature's laws. It is un- 
changeable and inevitable. 

** Be not deceived; God is not mocked.*' You 
who are trying to counterfeit fame are the only 
ones being deceived, you are the only one that 
is being mocked. Men have tried to counterfeit 
fame in almost every conceivable way, but, like 
a lamp without oil, the light of their flame flick- 
ers only for a few short years and then goes out 
into darkness forever. 

St. John 10:1, 2.—*' Yerily, verily, I say 
unto you, he that entereth not by the door into 
the sheepf old, but climbeth up some other way, 
the same is a thief and a robber. But he that 
entereth in by the door is the shepherd of the 
sheep.'* 

Christ spoke a parable of the true way to 
enter the fold of fame. There is a fame-fold 
guarded by fixed laws of nature. They who 
enter by the natural door are the only ones that 
can be called the shepherds of mankind. On 
the other hand, there have been thousands try- 
ing to climb up some other way into that invisible 
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fold, but "the same is a thief and a robber/' 
They are those who have robbed poor, suffering 
humanity of the fruits of their labor to build 
costly buildings that they might perpetuate 
their names; but King David said: 

"Their inward thought is, that their houses 
shall continue forever, and their dwelling places 
to all generations; they call their lands after 
their own names/' — Psalms U9 : 11. 

Think of the thousands that have built impos- 
ing edifices and placed their names upon them 
in large, bold letters; trjdng to keep them from 
perishing from the earth. Did they think that 
a brick or stone structure would be everlasting 
and perpetuate their remembrance forever? 
But no, the life of a brick block is less than a 
hundred years. By the time any dwelling is a 
century old it is all out of date. If then it is not 
entirely torn down, the front is replaced with a 
more artistic one, and with it goes the name 
which the owner thought would ever glitter be- 
fore the eyes of the public. 

Trying to climb into the fold of fame by means 
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of their silver and gold! Trying to perpetuate 
their name in everlasting remembrance without 
suffering as our Washington suffered, without 
the painful experiences that our Lincoln knew, 
without drinking the cup of hemlock with Soc- 
rates; or being burnt at the stake with martyrs; 
or called a madman and nailed to a cross with 
Christ. 

Few have ever gone into the fold of fame and 
been held in everlasting remembrance except 
those who have gone out into the bleak winds 
of jealousy and selfishness and the storms of 
hisses, slander and contempt, and suffered the 
bitter experiences that our great men and women 
have suffered for the uplifting of humanity. 
This is the true and only door to the fold of 
fame; all other ways of trying to obtain fame 
are used by those who are trying to get it with- 
out paying the price. 

Sir Thomas Browne remarks that even ' 'Grave- 
stones tell truth scarcely forty years.'* Search 
the graveyards, and you will see that the grave- 
stones and monuments that are forty years

of age are neglected and crumbling to ruin. 

The Bible contains many passages of Scripture 
upon this subject. I will cite a few. 

Psalms SJ^: 16.— ''The face of the Lord is 
against them that do evil, to cut off the remem- 
brance of them from the earth." 

How dear and fresh to our memory are our be- 
loved Lincoln, Garfield and McKinley; yet how 
fast are fading the names of the men that assas- 
sinated them. History gives the names of those 
that were last at the cross and the first at 
Christ's tomb, but never gave the names of those 
that drove the nails through His hands and feet. 
How we love, prize and cherish the photographs 
of our mothers and fathers! Did you ever hear 
of anyone cherishing the photographs of his 
enemies? No, it is not human nature; our faces 
turn from those who do evil; it is natural for us 
to drive them as quickly as possible from our 
sight and memory. No human being is exempt 
from the law. 

Psalms 112 ;5, 6. — **A good man soweth 
favor and lendeth; he will guide his affairs with 
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discretion. Surely he shall not be moved for- 
ever; the righteous shall be in everlasting remem- 
brance/' 

This passage of Scripture gives the character- 
istics that distinguish the name that is held in 
everlasting remembrance. It is the man who is 
good at heart, one who has favored others, even 
his enemy, rather than himself; he has permit- 
ted even his principles and his character to be 
trodden under foot; and himself to be forsaken 
and hated by those that are most dear to him, 
in order to plant a great truth for the good and 
welfare of posterity. 

For instance, when Dr. Harvey discovered 
that the blood circulated through the human 
body, he at once tried to prove his discovery to 
all his associates; but objections, denial and 
scorn from his associates and the most skilled 
anatomists of the time were his only reward; 
and Dr. Harvey died before his discovery be- 
came a settled fact in the minds of his asso- 
ciates. Yet this great genius was willing to lend 
all that he had that was near and dear to a good 
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man; he was willing to be dishonored and for- 
saken that posterity might reap a valued truth. 
And nearly all the men who have advanced civ- 
ilization, and reached the fold of fame, had the 
same experience as the famous Dr. Harvey. 

Isa. 60:15. — "Whereas thou hast been for- 
saken and hated, so that no man wient through 
thee, I will make thee an eternal excellency, a 
a joy of many generations.*' 

This passage of Scripture has a deep meaning 
for those who may discover some great and val- 
ued truth for the happiness of coming genera- 
tions. Stand by that new discovery, though you 
may be hissed, scorned and called crazy, as all 
our famous men have been. If you think you 
are right, hold on to it; never give it up. The 
more you suffer for any new discovery, the more 
posterity will reward you with fame. If it costs 
you your life, your name will never be blotted 
from the pages of time. The conscience of pos- 
terity is like the conscience of an individual. If 
an individual thinks he is killing an enemy, and 
in after years discovers that he has murdered an 
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innocent friend, how impossible to blot it from 
memory! 

Rev. 3:11.—** Hold fast that which thou hast, 
that no man take thy crown/' 

' ' Explore and explore. Be neither chided nor 
flattered out of your position of perpetual in- 
quiry. Neither dogmatize, nor accept another's 
dogmatism. Why should you renounce your 
right to traverse the star-lit deserts of truth?" 
— Ralph Waldo Emerson, Oration (Literary 
Ethics) . 

Rev. 2:10. — "Fear none of these things 
which thou shalt suffer; ye shall have tribula- 
tions: be thou faithful unto death, and I will 
give thee a crown of life.'* 

Here is the door of the fold of fame all out- 
lined in these two passages of Scripture. Let 
the millionaires who are trying to perpetuate 
their names on perishable buildings spend their 
means instead in shortening the hours of daily 
toil, or lessening the expense of living for the 
laborers. 

Do as Christ did; help the unfortunate. Try 
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to uplift suffering men from a helpless life, and 
instead of your name perishing with some build- 
ing, it will be carried through the door into the 
fold of fame unperishable on the corridors of 
time. Posterity will not give the crown of last- 
ing fame save to one that is worthy of it. When 
she looked backwards and saw what Christ had 
suffered and endured for the Church, Washing- 
ton for liberty, Lincoln for the Union, Galileo for 
astronomy, Socrates for philosophy, Franklin 
for electricity, Homer for poetry, Mozart and 
Beethoven for music, Darwin for evolution, 
Columbus for navigation, Liebig for chemistry. 
Millet for art. Dr. Harvey for medical science, 
etc., she did not hesitate to write their names 
on the everlasting walls of time. 

I will now take up the last and most prom- 
inent feature of fame: that a great genius is 
never taken into the fold until after death over- 
takes him. 

Hebrews 9 : 17. — *' For a testament is of force 
after men are dead; otherwise it is of no strength 
at all, while the testator liveth.*' 
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It is a part of history that while the great 
geniuses were living, their discoveries and achiev- 
ments were hissed and scorned, and only found 
favor and strength after they were silent in 
their graves. But is it as the Bible reads that 
Christ spoke not without a parable? The deeds 
and works of our great men were a genuine 
testament, created and left by them to be given 
to posterity. 

The following witnesses testify to the truth of 
Christ's statement, that no one goes through the 
door of permanent fame until death opens the 
door. 

" Death opens the gate of fame and shuts the 
gate of envy after it**— Bacon. 

" Glory comes too late, after one is reduced to 
ashes.*'— Mart. 

' * Fame is an undertaker that pays but little 
attention to the living, but bedizens the dead, 
furnishes their funerals, and follows them to the 
grave.''— CoZton. 

William Hazlitt, the renowned essayist, in his 
lecture delivered at the Surrey Institution in 
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London, in 1818, describes this characteristic of 
fame: 

"Genius is the heir of fame; but the hard con- 
dition on which the bright reversion must be 
earned is the loss of life. Fame is the recom- 
pence not of the living, but of the dead. The 
temple of fame stands upon the grave; the flame 
that bums upon its alters is kindled from the 
ashes of great men. Fame itself is immortal, 
but it is not begot till the breath of genius is 
extinguished, for fame is not popularity, the 
shout of the multitude, the idle buzz of fashion, 
the venal puflf, the soothing flattery of favor or 
of friendship; but it is the spirit of a man surviv- 
ing himself in the minds and thoughts of other 
men, undying and imperishable. This, indeed, 
is one test of genius and of real greatness of 
mind, whether a man can wait patiently and 
calmly for the award of posterity, satisfied with 
the unwearied exercise of his faculties, retired 
within the sanctuary of his own thoughts; or 
whether he is eager to forestall his own immor- 
tality and mortgage it for a newspaper puff. 
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He who thinks much of himself will be in danger 
of being forgotten by the rest of the world; he 
who is always trying to lay violent hands on 
reputation will not secure the best and most last- 
ing. Those minds then, which are the most en- 
titled to expect it can best put up with postpone- 
ment of their claims to lasting fame. They can 
afford to wait; they are not afraid that truth 
and nature will ever wear out, will lose their 
gloss with novelty or their effects with fashion. 
If their works have the seeds of immortality in 
them they will live/'— Jlfo(2&ni Eloquence, vol. 
5, page 54L

In this sUegwy we find another fixed law of 

nature that whenever there is danger of human 

life bdng wrecked on the shoals of a crisis, 

men have always been forewarned of it, and 

always will be. For instance, an astrologer 

foretold the great fire of London. Rousseau 

foretold the French Revolution. Cicero foretold 

our Revolutionary War; Seneca, the discovery 

of America. In fact, very many of the great 

am's time to the present have 

And the most curious part of it 

•e is always plenty of time 
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between the wamingrs and the crisis to take ad- 
vantage of the warning and avoid the crisis. 
For instance, Adam was given ample time after 
God warned him against the tree of good and 
evil, to save himself from its danger. Likewise 
the Lord forewarned Cain in time to avoid his 
downfall. From the day when God forewarned 
Noah of the great flood, Noah had plenty of 
time to build an ark and save his family. 

After Lot was told that Sodom and Gomorrah 
were to be destroyed, he had full opportunity to 
save himself and family. Joseph forewarned, 
the king of Egjrpt against a great famine; the 
king heeded the caution, and had plenty of time 
to avert it. I could go on through all the great 
events and crises which the Bible contains and 
verify the law. What history shows to be true 
in those remote ages is, nevertheless, true of 
the present time. We as nations have been re- 
peatedly forewarned of the greatest crisis that 
will ever be known to history. 

The clearest light we have on this crisis is 
given us in the 24th chapter of Matthew, in which

The writer has noted sixty different 
writers that have made a record of these signs 
at the time they were fulfilled, but he will intro- 
duce only three of each kind (Matt. 18 : 16) . 

laa. IS : 10.— "The sun shall be darkened in 
his going forth.'' 

WITNESS NO. 1 

' ' A solemn gloom of unusual darkness before 
ten o'clock, —a still darker cloud rolling under 
the sable curtain from the north and west before 
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eleven o'clock, excluded the light so that none 
could see to read or write in the house, even at 
either window, or distinguish persons at a 
snudl distance, or preceive any distinction of 
dress in the circle of attendance; wherefore at 
eleven o'clock the house adjourned till two 
in the afternoon." — Jofiinaoi of tJuf (^" TfUfi^i f ^i t 
House of Repreaervtalives, Friday, May 19, 1780. 
NO. 2 
"But especially I mention that wonderful 
darkness on the 19th of May; then, as in our 
text, 'the sun was darkened;' such a darkness 
as probably was never before known since the 
crucifixion of our Lord. People left their work 
in the field and in the house. Travellers stopped; 
schools broke up at eleven o'clock, and the fires 
shone as in the night Some people were in a 
sort of dismay, and thought the day of judg- 
ment was drawing on." — A aermon on Matt. 
2U : 29, SO, by Rev. Elam Potter, at Enfield,

10, is distinguished as the dark 
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day. ^The sun rose clear, but soon assumed a 
brassy hue. About 10 o'clock it became unusu- 
ally dark. The darkness continued to increase 
till about 1 o'clock, when it began to decrease. 
During this time candles were necessary. The 
birds disappeared and were silent; the fowls 
went to their roosts; the cocks crew as at day- 
break, and everything bore the appearance and 
gloom of night The alarm produced by this 
unusual aspect of the heavens was great, and 
traditions have preserved many anecdotes of 
terror." — SUme^s History of Beverly, pages 86 
and 87. 

Compare the prophecy with its fulfillment, 
and like a key fitting its lock, it is perfect. 
The great prophet Isaiah said : ' ' That the sun 
shall be darkened in his going forth." History 
says that the sun rose clear, but darkened as it 
went forth till it reached twelve o'clock, when 
at that time it was so dark that it filled the peo- 
ple with fear. 

The writer will now take this sign in the sun 
as the great prophet Ezekiel gave it. Mark well 
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that the prophet Isaiah told how the sun would 
appear on the day it would be darkened; but the 
prophet Ezekiel told in plain, simple words what 
would be the cause of the sun being darkened in 
its coming forth. 

Ezekiel S2 : 7.—" I will cover the sun with a 
cloud, and the moon shall not give her lighf 

WITNESS NO. 1 

"A very remarkable darkness which over- 
spread the hemisphere for about five hours. The 
darkness is undoubtedly a phenomenon which 
may be accounted for by the laws of nature, 
dense clouds, stationary and suspended in the 
atmosphere.''— Conn. Journal of May 25, 1780. 

NO. 2 

"If it is possible to know the cause of any 
event, then the known causes of that darkness 
were, (1) vast accumulations in the atmosphere 
of smoke from burning forests, (2) several 
strata of clouds formed after a period of dry 
weather, (3) these two obscuring media com- 
bined and brought very near the earth because of 
a falling barometer, (4) with resultant darkness 
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lastinsT until clouds and smoke were dissipated 
by the wind/' — The Dark Day of May 19, 
1780, page U2, by E. P. Woodward.

''On Friday, May 19, 1780, between nine and 
ten o'clock, the clouds were observed to thicken, 
and to receive continual reinforcements from 
the low lands. At half -past eleven the darkness 
was so great in the meeting house, where a 
Ciourt was then sitting, that it was difficult to 
distinguish countenances at the smallest dis- 
tance. At the north-east the clouds were very 
thick; and so low that hills could not be seen at 
the distance of half a mile. At half -past twelve 
the clouds having been detatched, began to em- 
body at such a height that all the hills became 
visible, "—/ndepencfont Chronicle of Jum i, 1780, 
Boston, Mass. 

Showing the reader that the sun was covered 
with a cloud, fulfilling the great prophecy pre- 
cisely as the prophet Ezekiel worded it. The 
great prophet Ezekiel did not stop in his proph- 
ecy when he said that the sun would be covered 
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withmdoud, but prophesied that the mooDabo 
would not ffwe her H^t, which proived troe, and 
the great prophecy was fdlfiDed at the time the 
son was darkened. 

Ezekid St : 7.—**i^wiH cover the son with a 
^fend, and the moon shall not give her Sght." 

WTTNESS NO. 1 

''N<R- was the night less mieommon and terri- 
tying than that of the day, for notwithstanding 
there was ahnost a fall moon, no object was dis- 
cemable but by the help of some artificial light, 
which seen from the neighboring houses, and 
other places at a distance, appeared through 
a kind of Egjrptian darkness, which seemed al- 
most impervious to its rays. This unusual phe- 
nomenon excited the fears and apprehensions of 
many people/'— Afoas. Spy, Correspondence, 
1780. 

NO. 2 

Mr. Tenney, of Exeter, N. H., quoted by Mr. 
Gage, to the Historical Society, speaking of the 
dark day and night of May 19, 1780, says: 

The darkness of the following evening was 
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probably as gross as has ever been observed 
since the Almighty first gave birth to light. I 
could not help conceiving at the time that if 
every luminous body in the universe had been 
shrouded in impenetrable darkness, or struck 
out of existence, the darkness could not have 
been more complete. A sheet of white tmfier 
held within a few inches of the eye was equally 
invisible with the blackest velvet.'* 

NO. 8 

''A great part of the following night also was 
singularly dark. The moon, though in full, gave 
no lighf — From a manuscript sermon by Rev. 
Elam Potter, delivered May 28, 1780. 

Thus the prophecy was fulfilled precisely as 
the prophet Ezekiel worded it. 

But the prophet Joel (2 : 31), and the prophet 
John the Divine (Rev. 6 : 12) , also the Apostle 
Peter at Pentecost (Acts 2 : 20) , all prophesied 
that the sun would be turned into darkness; 
while another strange phenomenon would fol- 
low it— *'the moon would be turned into blood, '* 
which was fulfilled on the night after the sun 
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WIS darkened, as the following witnesses verify: 
Joel £: SI— "The sun shall be turned into 
darkness, and the moon into blood, before the 
great and terrible day of the Lord come." 

WITNESS NO. 1 
"It is worthy of note here, and confirmatory 
of our condusionB, that neither in Dr. Thomas 
Short's 'Histca? of the Air,' 1749, in Dr. N. 
Webster's ' History of Epidemics and all other 
Phenomena,* 1798, in Humboldt's exhaustive 
volumes, in Rev. H. Jones's ' Modern Phenom- 
enon of the Heavens,' 184S, nor in Prof. F. Brad- 
ley's 'Answer to Jones,' 1844, can be found re- 
corded any phenomenal appearance of the moon, 
such as an excessive darkening or bloody color, 
until we are brought down to May 19, 1780." 
—The Great Consummation, hy Taylor, page S55.

Milo Boetwick, of Camden, N. J., writing to 
the press in 1848, testified to tiie darkness of 
"My father and mother, who 
:ht the day of Judgment was 
up at nis^t The darkness 
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disappeared, but the moon, which was at its full, 
had the appearance of blood/' 

But, said the Apostle Luke (21 : 25) , not only 
shall there be signs in the sun and moon, but in 
the stars, also. We shall satisfy the reader that 
the sign in the stars also has been accomplished 
and fulfilled. 

Matt. 2i : 2S.— "The sun shall be darkened, 
and the moon shall not give her light, and the 
stars shall fall from heaven." 

Rev. 6 : 12, 13. — "And the sun became black 
as sackcloth of hair, and the moon became as 
blood; and the stars of heaven fell unto the 
earth, even as a fig tree casteth her untimely 
figs, when she is shaken by a mighty wind.'*

" But the most sublime phenomenon of shoot- 
ing stars, of which the world has furnished any 
record, was witnessed throughout the United 
States on the morning of the 13th of November, 
1833. The entire extent of this astonishing ex- 
hibition has not been precisely ascertained; but 
it covers no inconsiderable portion of the earth's 
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surface. The first appearance waa that of fire- 
works of the most imposing grandq)ir, coveiing 
the entire vault of heaven with myriads of fire- 
balls, resembling sky-rockets. Their corusca- 
tions were bright, gleaming and incessant, and 
they fell thick as flakes in the early snows of 
December. To the splendors of tiiis celestial 
exhibition the most brilliant sky-rockets and 
fireworks of art bear less relation than the 
twinkling of the most tiny star to the broad 
glare of the sun. The whole heavens seemed in 
motion, and suggested to some the awful gran- 
deur of the image employed in the Apocalypse, 
upon the opening of the sixth seal, when ' the 
stars of heaven fell unto the earth, even as a fig 
tree casteth her untimely figs, when she is 
shaken by a mighty wind.' "—Burritt's Geogrti- 
phy of the Heavem, page 16S, Ed. 1754.

"No philosopher or scholar has told or re- 
I suppose, like that of yester- 
L prophet 1800 years ago fore- 
f we will be at the trouble of 
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understanding stars falling to mean falling stars;

in the only sense in which it is possible to be 
literally tnie.'*— Henry Dana Ward in the Jour- 
nal of Commerce, Nov. H, 18SS.

' * We pronounce the rain of fire which we saw 
on Wednesday last an awful type, a sure fore- 
runner, a merciful sign of that great and dread- 
ful day which the inhabitants of the earth will 
witness when the sixth seal is opened. A 'more 
correct picture of a fig tree casting its green 
fruit when blown by a mighty wind it is not pos- 
sible to behold.*'— Qiw>ted in the Connecticut Ob- 
server, Nov. 25, 1833. 

Proving that the falling of the stars followed 
the signs in the sun and the moon, precisely as 
Christ and John the Divine said that they would. 

The most natural thing for many readers to 
say is, that the writer is quoting Second Advent- 
ism. Such is not the case at all; for these signs 
in the sun, moon and stars were fulfilled, and 
these quotations were a part of history before 
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even Second Adventism, as a creed, was thought 
of; in fact. Second Adventism did not have its 
birth till 1849. But the fact of the case is the 
human family was terrified and firmly believed, 
when they saw the dark day and night of May 
19, 1780, that the world was coming to its end. 
But when they went to their Bible and found 
that the stars had got to fall from heaven like a 
fig tree casting its green fruit when blown by a 
mighty wind, they felt more comfortable in their 
minds, for no such sign had taken place. But 
as time went on many began to feel that the 
falling of the stars was an event near at hand; 
in fact, in the "Herald of Gospel Ldberty'* for 
Sept. 15, 1808, is found ''A Sermon on the 
Signs '' (Matt 24 : 20), where the writer asserts 
that the sun and moon had already been dark- 
ened, and Christ was soon to return. He adds, 
' ' Whether there have been any particular signs 
in the stars I am not able to determine; but 
while there are so many other signs, we may ex- 
pect them soon.'* 
And when the sign in the stars came, on Nov. 
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13, 1833, it added fuel to the fears that had been 
inflamed by the signs in the sun and moon in 
1780. Their fears grew, but not until 1849 did 
they give rise to the religious sect called Second 
Adventists, founded by William Miller. The 
Americanized Encyclopedia Britannica states 
that the second coming of Christ was conceived 
as a belief in 1782, almost directly after the dark- 
ening of the sun and moon, but was organized 
as a creed in the year 1849: and from that time 
to the present, thousands, even millions have 
professed the creed that proclaims the end of the 
world and the second coming of Christ to be 
near at hand, and the fulfillment of the signs in 
the sun, moon and stars. 

It is almost impossible to get the pure gold of 
truth from the mine without its being united 
with baser substances. The Second Adventists' 
proclamation that the end of the world was near 
at hand, and that God had warned mankind by 
the signs in the sun, moon and stars, was the 
gold of truth; but when many of them set the 
year and even the day and hour of Christ's

coming:, and of the end of the world, that part of 
their program proved worthless. It could not be 
otherwise, for the Bible reads: tvo man shall 
know the day or hour (Matt 24 : 36). 

It has many times been said that the proph- 
ecies on the signs, in the sun, moon and stars 
contradict themselves. First the great prophet 
(Joel 2 : 31) says, that the sun shall be turned 
into darkness and the moon into blood before the 
great and terrible day of the Lord come; but in 
Matt. 24 : 29, Christ prophesied that * * immedi- 
ately after the tribulation '* would come the 
darkening of sun and moon and falling of stars, 
when in fact they have already taken place, and 
the great tribulation is still in the future. But, 
says Christ, did I not say that I had left keys 
that would unlock all mystery (Matt 16 : 19) ? 
Furthermore have you tried the key that I left 
you in Matt 20 : 16, which reads * * The last shall 
be first and the first last?*' And says Christ, 
Try the key, and you will find that my prophecy 
will fit the times in which you are now living, and 
also fit the prophecy of the great prophet Joel. 
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In using the key we find that the darkening 
of the sun and moon and falling of the stars will 
come immediately before instead of after the 
great tribulation. 

There have been many so-called dark days and 
dark nights and star-showers, but they did not 
fulfill the prophecies till the dark day and night 
of 1780, and the falling stars of 1833. By these, 
all the world was warned as Adam and Eve were 
warned that danger and death were near at 
hand. Joseph Wolf commenced preaching in 
Asia in 1820, that the day of judgment was at 
hand. In 1823, Edward Irving, that noted Eng- 
lish orator, began to proclaim the same message 
in Europe. John Wesley also took his part in 
this warning, and even figured out the prophetic 
periods of revelation. William Miller followed 
the same course in 1843, and so, later, did 
Moody, the evangelist In 1849 the creed of Sec- 
ond Adventism was founded. Thousands joined 
its ranks, and went forth to all parts of the 
earth proclaiming that the day of judgment 
was at hand, until Christendom has become 
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impressed witii the feelinsr that some awful event 
IB about to happen. 

Before closing the chapter, let the writer in- 
terpret what the "terrible day of the Lord" 
means, in the following passages of Scripture: 

Jod e : Sl.~-"The sun shall be turned into 
darkness and the moon into blood, before the 
great and terrible day of the Lord come."

A great genius of war will soon follow in the 
footsteps of Ciesar, Alexander and Napoleon, 
and the price that will be given him will be 
human lives, till only a few will remain to tell 
the darkest story that history will record.

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Peoria, 111., Dec. 6, 1899, the Rev. J. L. Spauld- 
ing made the remark: '* The century which is 
now drawing to an end has been so filled with 
wonders and inventions that it seems to illumi- 
nate the pages of history with a blaze of glory.''

Says the well-known writer, Asa Oscar Tait: 
' ' There have been here and there some very re- 
markable things scattered along through the 
ages of the past; but nowhere and at no time 
has there been an age so filled with a bewilder- 
ing mass of achievements, discoveries and in- 
ventions as the one in which we live.'*

Edward E. Byrn, A. M., has said that '*the 
past fifty years represent on epoch of invention 
and progress unique in the history of the world. 
It is something more than a merely normal 
growth or natural development. It has been a 
gigantic wave of human ingenuity and resource, 
so stupendous in its magnitude, so complex in 
its diversity, so profound in its thought, so 
fruitful in its wealth, so beneficent in its results, 
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that the mind is strained and embarrassed in 
its efforts to expand to a full appreciation of it." 
Our Bible contains hundreds of prophecies 
on the signs of the times and the greatest inter- 
national war and crisis will follow the signs. 
Nature has so designed it that there are hun- 
dreds of signs to warn us when spring, sum- 
mer, autumn, or winter is at hand. By certain 
signs the physician foretells typhoid fever, 
pneumonia, consumption, in fact, almost any of 
the terrible diseases. The farmer knows by cer- 
tain signs the time to plant, cultivate and har- 
vest; in fact, there is nothing that takes place 
but unmistakable, unchanging signs precede it. 
How well the great poet, John Henry Newman, 
knew this fact when he wrote the following 
words: 

" When Heaven sends sorrow,' 
Warnings go first, 
Lest it should burst 
On souls too bright 
To fear the morrow. " 

The great Cicero also realized this truth, for he 
said '* Great events cast their shadows before, " 
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and the Bible contains hundreds of prophecies 
on the Bi^s that would take place just be- 
fore the greaXest international war that will 
ever be known to history— one that will breed 
such terrible pestilence and famine that almost 
the entire human family will be swept from the 
face of the earth. 

The writer will now interpret the first key, 
viz., "declaring the end from the beginning. " 
At the beginning of the world the first great 
crisis that history records was the downfall of 
Adam, the great intellectual light at the begin- 
ning of the world. The sign that preceded that 
downfall was an intellectual light so great that 
all the fowls of the air, every beast of the field, 
and all the cattle received their names; and fol- 
lowing that blaze of hght came the downfall. 
The key declares "the end from the beginning" 
of the world, (Isa. 46 : 10), or as Christ worded 
■'■ '"-"■ "" : 16) "the last shall be first and liie 
neaning that the blaze of intellect- 
at came just before the downfall of 
»>me again just before the downfall 
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of all the great nations (Jere. 46 : 28) at the 
end of the world. The third key that the writer 
has given needs no interpreter, for it reads: 
** Even to the time of the end, knowledge shall 
be increased,'* and the three witnesses verify 
that prophecy beyond any question of doubt; 
for in the last three years there has sprung up 
such an increase of knowledge that it fairly 
illuminates the world with wonder and surprise. 

There is nothing unnatural or phenomenal 
about the blaze of light which came before 
Adam's downfall and which has come again at 
the present time. It has always taken place 
shortly before each great downfall in history; 
it belongs to a natural order of nature, and is a 
certain sign that comes before the event. 

Before the downfall of Babylon the world had 
grown proud of her. She was the most beauti- 
ful city of ancient times. Her hanging gardens 
were one of the seven wonders of the world. 
No sooner had she become the home of mighty 
men of renown, who were crowning this great 
capital of the Medo-Persian and Grecian empires 
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with everlasting fame, than Isaiah and Jeremiah 
began to prophesy her destruction (Isa. 13 : 20; 
Jere. 50 : 26). Before the downfall of Greece 
and Rome, they had astonished all the world by 
their blaze of intellectual light in literature 
and art 

Preceding the greatest crisis known to all his- 
tory, when the old world was destroyed by the 
flood, the Bible tells us that there were ' ' mighty 
men of renown*' (Gen. 6:4). No man can become 
mighty and renowned without producing a blaze 
of intellectual light. But no sooner did these 
mighty men make their appearance, than Noah 
began to prepare himself for the great flood. 

The writer prophesies a revolution in the 
United States that will burn her great cities, 
and bring death by starvation to millions of 
her people. The same abuses, the same social 
unrest that prevailed before the French Revolu- 
tion, are now prevalent throughout the United 
States.

We are 
tramping today all those admonitions under our 
feet; * * * * our ship is driving upon the rocks; 
and unless we seize the helm, and change its 
course, the historian will emerge from the

darkness to write the melancholy pages of the 
decline and fall of the great American Republic. ' ' 

NO. 2 
"In 1833,*' says Robert N. Reeves, "when 
De Tocqueville visited America, he was struck 
by the equal distribution of wealth and the ab- 
sence of capitalists. Half a century later, when 
James Bryce, author of ' The American Com- 
monwealth,' visited our country, the trusts, 
monopolies, and concentrated wealth so amazed 
him that he exclaimed, 'Every observant per- 
son must admit that the great concentration of 
wealth, whether it be in corporations, trusts or 
individuals, has reached a point dangerous to 
the future prosperity.' " 

NO. 3 
Says the noted author, Asa Oscar Tait: "It 
would be wearisome as well as a useless task to 
try to present anything like a tithe of the great 
mass of evidence that might be given in regard 
to the heaping together of treasure. * * * * 
The present seizing of the wealth of the world, 
and its wanton display, by a comparatively few 
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men, form a large part of the seed-sowing for 
the world-wide reign of terror that is being 
hastened on. At different times small portions 
of the world have had to pass through the revo- 
lutionary horrors that congested and grinding 
wealth has produced; but that which confronts 
us today is not local, but universal." 

The writer will now give the reader a few 
figures. Among the trusts reported to have 
been formed in the earlier months of 1898 were 
the tobacco trust with a capital of $100,000,000, 
the electric trust with a capital of $25,000,000, 
the silverware trust with a capital of $30,000,000, 
the iron tru^ with a capital of $200,000,000, 
the cutlery trust with a capital of $2,000,000, 
and so on. The total amount of wealth 
grasped by the trusts in this country alone for 
the year 1898 is placed by good authorities at 
$1,000,000,000. In 1898 these figures seemed 
enormous, and the world was startled by what 
they might signify. Newspapers fell to discuss- 
ing the danger; the platform and pulpit took it 
up, and it was a theme of discussion and agitation 
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everywhere. But soon after this great out- 
cropping of trusts in 1898, there was the forma- 
tion of the big steel trust, with its capitalization 
of $1,389,339,956, and other trusts with a cap- 
italization of over $10,000,000 each, making an 
aggregate of $4,318,005,646. Be particular 
to note that this enormous figure embraces 
only the trusts with a capitalization of over 
$10,000,000 each; it does not take into account 
the long array of trusts and combines that have 
a lesser capitalization. 

It would be a wearisome as well as useless 
task to try to present anything like a tithe of the 
great mass of evidence that might be given in 
regard to the " heaping together " of treasure. 
Everyone knows that these jealous and covetous 
capitalists (second Gains) have so combined 
their wealth that they can meet a child at the 
very threshold of life and follow him all the 
journey through, ask a tribute at every step on 
his necessary things of daily use, until finally he 
reaches t)ie portals of the tomb, and even there 
he is met by the agent of the undertakers' 
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association, who collects his fee before his mortal 
remains are allowed to be laid at rest. 

It is a most sinful state of affairs and a shame- 
ful picture of jealousy and covetousness. Even 
more— the selfish capitalists have killed the 
^oose that has been laying the golden eggs. 
They have girdled the tree whose fruit was 
equality to all and special privileges to none, 
and the peace, happiness and prosperity of our 
homes and government are now on the wane. 
They are slowly and surely withering (Ezek. 
17 : 19) ; our government is now staggering 
under the heavy problems that the heaping of 
treasure has brought to its doors. This heap- 
ing of treasure has also created a social unrest 
among the sons of toil that will soon be surging 
beyond control. 

Your Holy Bible reads still farther, and the 
words are unmistakable in their meaning : 

Prov. 1 : 10-20.— ** My son, if sinners entice 
thee, consent thou not. If they say, We will 
find all precious substance, we shall fill our 
houses with spoil; cast in thy lot among us; let 
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US all have one purse: My son, walk not thou 
in the way with them; refrain thy foot from 
their path: For their feet run to evil, and make 
haste to shed blood. Surely in vain the net is 
spread in the sight of any bird. And they lay 
wait for their own blood; they lurk privily for 
their own lives. So are the ways of every one 
that is greedy of gain; which taketh away the 
life of the owners thereof." 

The Interpretation: — Solomon plainly pictures 
the fact that those who are casting their lots 
together as gigantic trusts are criminals. Their 
feet are running to evil, and like Cain they will 
be the cause of innocent blood being shed. 
Trouble has already begun between capital 
and labor. Soon you will see the capitalist sum- 
moning the government to call out the militia 
to protect his wealth; and the ground will be 
stained with human blood. 

Gm. A : 10, 11.— ' Wh^t hast thou done? The 
voice of thy brother's blood crieth unto me from 
the ground. And now thou art cursed from the 
earth." 
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At the beginning of the French Revolution, 
the moment that the soldiers began spilling 
blood for the protection of hoarded wealth, it 
blew the coals of hatred into flaming vengeance. 
They looked upon patience as no longer a virtue; 
they applied the burning torch, and the hoarded 
wealth went skyward in flames and smoke. 
Thousands of the rich capitalists were caught in 
the trap of their own making, like a net spread 
for a bird, and suffered cruel deaths at the 
hands of a mob howling for revenge. 

St. Matt. 13 : 39.— ** The harvest is the end 
of the world." 

The Interpretation:— So vast and gigantic has 
become this harvest of wealth that a handful of 
capitalists control more than one-half of all the 
wealth of the United States. 

Isaiah 5 : 8, 9. — "Woe unto them that join 
house to house, that lay field to field, till there 
be no place, that they may be placed alone in 
the midst of the earth! Of a truth many houses 
shall be desolate, even great and fair, without 
inhabitant." 
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The Interpretation:— The great capitalists, as 
the writer has just shown, have joined house to 
house, field to field, till everything worth con- 
sidering has been joined together into gigantic 
trusts. So great have been these combines that 
every necessity of life has been gathered in, 
till the sons and daughters of. toil must pay ex- 
cessive prices for their food, clothes and shel- 
ter, — for their very right to live. But our Bible 
says woe unto these great capitalists! When 
this great crisis between capital and labor comes 
to its end, hundreds and thousands of beautiful 
palace homes will be burned, and those that are 
fire-proof will be without inhabitants. 

Rev. 9:5, 6. — **And to them it was given 
that they should be tormented, and their tor- 
ment was as the torment of a scorpion when he 
striketh a man, and in those days shall men seek 
death, and shall not find it; and shall desire 
to die, and death shall flee from them.*' 

The Interpretation:— The torment of a scor- 
pion when he striketh a man is one of the most 
painful wounds that one can receive. So shall 
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it be during the coming revolution. The preda- 
tory capitalist will be tormented in the most 
painful and cruel manner possible for men to 
inflict upon human beings. As it was at the 
time of the French Revolution so will it be, only 
worse, in the coming terror; those who shoyf 
signs of possessing wealth will be tied to trees 
and slow fires set burning under their feet; their 
flesh stripped from them inch by inch; their eyes 
dug out; fire put into their mouths. They will 
cry and howl and desire to die; they will seek 
death and shall not find it, for they will be bound 
hand and foot to prevent them from taking their 
own lives. 

St. Matt.^ 20 : 16.— 'So the last shall be first, 
and the first last'* 

The Interpretation:— The last judgment upon 
the capitalist at the end of the world shall be 
like the first judgment upon the first capitalist, 
Cain, at the beginning of the world. 

Gen. U : 13, U, 17.— ''And Cain said unto the 
Lord, My punishment is greater than I can bear. 
Behold, thou hast driven me out this day from 
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the face of the earth; and from thy face shall I 
be hid; and I shall be a fiigitiye and a vagabond 
in the earth; and it shall come to pass, that 
everyone that findeth me shall slay me." 

The Interpretation:— The brief history of Cain 
is the true pictore of the judgment apon a cap- 
italist when a revolution breaks out Cain had 
become a great capitalist, he had joined house 
to house till he had built a city; but history 
shows that a great revolution broke out and he 
had to flee for his life, as the great capitalists 
did at the time of the French Revolution. They 
lived tike fugitives and vi^abonds, and like the 
wild beasts of the fields, they ate berries, herbs, 
roots,— anything that would keep the breath of 
life within their bodies. For fear of their lives 
they dared not show their faces to the howling 
mob that was burning their beautiful homes and 
crying revenge. Theirmothers,wives and daugh- 
ters were murdered in the most cruel and beastly 
Hundreds of those great capitalists 
cried, ' ' My punishment is greater 
:ar," and many committed suicide. 
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Not a few of the great capitalists that are 
enjoying their beautiful and comfortable homes 
today will suffer as Cain suffered. They will 
see their mothers, wives and daughters slain, 
and their innocent and helpless children roasted 
to feed the crazed and starving mob. 

James 5 : 1, S. — " Go to now, ye rich men, 
weep and howl for your miseries that shall come 
upon you. Your gold and silver shall be a wit- 
ness against you, and shall eat your flesh as it 
were fire. You have heaped treasure together 
for the last days."

Gospel colors hid be. 
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The hidden meaning to the lock is hypoc- 
risy. Adam became a hypocrite, hoping as hun- 
dreds and thousands of mankind are doing 
today, to hide their sins under a cloak of religion 
by joining the ranks and society of the Lord 
God, History tells us that the Lord God had 
told Adam that his sins could never be blotted 
out, (Gen. 3 : 17) and that he would be punished 
for his iniquity as long as he lived (Gen. 3 : 19) . 
Adam knew, as all know, that a sin once com- 
mitted can never be recalled. It is beyond the 
power of men to make conscience forget their 
sinful deeds, or to recall an unkind word, or to 
bring back days that are past and make wrongs 
right again. Adam, knowing that he was to be 
a sinner for life, set the example of covering up 
his sins with a cloak of hypocrisy. 

Adam's example is being followed even down 
to the present time by thousands and millions 
who join the church and make a profession that 
they are children of the Lord. They have their 
name on the church book, and make a public 
profession that Gk>d has taken away their sins. 
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Either they are deceiving themselves, or trying to 
deceive others, for we know, judging from what 
the Lord God told Adam (Gen. 3 : 19), that we 
must suffer for our sins all the days of our life. 

But it is impossible to hide sin under the cloak 
of religion. As the great prophet says: 

**The shew of their countenance doth witness 
against them; and they declare their sin as 
Sodom. They hide it not ' ' (Isaiah 3:9). 

Look the church hypocrites in the face and 
you will see a hard, disagreeable and sorrowful 
countenance which testifies that the God of na- 
ture has not taken away the effects of their sins. 

When a church member stands up and tells 
you that his blessed Jesus has freed him from 
his sins, the Bible bears witness that he is telling 
you a falsehood, for it reads in unmistakable 
words: 

*'If we say that we have no sin, we de- 
ceive ourselves, and the truth is not in us." 
(I John 1 : 18). 

Showing that all mankind are sinners in the 
sight of God. 
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Thus Adam joined the society of the Lord 
God as sinners join it today, hoping that the 
world might forget their past and look upon 
them as being pure and good and in favor with 
God. But "The hypocrite's hope shall perish/' 
(Job 8:13). 

Instead of finding favor with God, God drove 
Adam from the Garden of Eden. God is the 
same yesterday, today and forever, and as He 
drove out the first hypocrite at the beginning of 
the world, so will the divine spark in man drive 
the hypocrite from the house of God at the begin- 
ning of the greatest crisis known to history. 
Their hope to find favor with God and man 
shall perish. 

The writer will now show unquestioned evi- 
dence that the house of God is overrun with 
hypocrites. Said Christ: 

John H : 15. — "If ye love me keep my com- 
mandments.'' 

HIS COMMAND 

John 2 : 16. — ** And he said unto them that 
sold doves. Take these things hence; make not 
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my Father's house an house of merchandise." 
Do you think that He who suffered a cruel 
death on the cross for speaking that command, 
would say to those that are holding church sales 
of all kinds of merchandise against His command, 
"come ye blessed of my Father?" No! He 
would say to the hypocrite of today, as He said 
to them before, "Depart from me, ye cursed 
of my Father." 

St Matt. 23 : 15.— ** Woe unto you, Scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye compass sea 
and land to make a proselyte, and when he is 
made ye make him two-fold more the child of 
hell than yourselves." 

But have our church missionaries preached 
the gospel that Christ commanded them to 
preach? Have they preached the words of 
Christ to those foreigners, not to be converted 
from their ways of worshipping God? If they 
were, they would be two-fold more the child of 
hell than the missionaries that are trying to 
proselyte them. This prophecy of Christ is now 
fulfilled. Take, for instance, China. Before 
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England forced her ports open at the point of 
her bayonets, saying she wanted to open China 
for her missionaries, there were not as many 
murderers and robbers among four hundred 
millions of Chinese as there are today in New 
York State. To keep anything under lock and 
key was a thing hardly known, and China was the 
most lightly taxed in the world, with not a single 
dollar of national debt. There are more sor- 
rows, pains and suicides in New York in a year 
than in all China. 

The following is an extract from an article in 
Ae,Mmlb AmpnVan Beview by Wang Chin Foo, 
an educated Chinaman, a graduate of one of our 
New England colleges. He says: ** So Chris- 
tians love the heathen; yes, the heathen's pos- 
sessions; and in proportion to these the Chris- 
tian's love grows in intensity. When the Eng- 
lish wanted the Chinaman's gold and trade, they 
said they wanted * to open China for their mis- 
sionaries ' and they forced the ports open. And 
this infamous Christian introduction among 
Chinamen • has done more injury, social and 
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moral, in China, than all the humanitarian 
agencies of Christianity could remedy in two 
hundred years. And on you, Christians, and on 
your greed of gold, we lay the burden of the 
crime resulting; of tens of millions of honest, 
useful men and women sent thereby to prema- 
ture death after a short, miserable life, besides 
the physical and moral prostration it entails even 
where it does not prematurely kill! And this 
great national curse was thrust upon us at the 
point of Christian bayonets." 

Until the Christian came, China was the most 
honest, the most peaceful, and probably the 
happiest country in the world. But now the 
homes are no longer left unlocked, for robberies 
and murders are now common in all parts of the 
" Flowery Kingdom.'* Where she was a peace- 
ful, loving nation, she is now drilling two millions 
of men. For peace? No! She is drilling sol- 
diers for war. And she is burdening her sons 
and daughters of toil with a heavy national debt. 
Has not the prophecy of Christ proved true? 
China is today two-fold more the child of hell 
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than she was before ever a missionary landed 
on her shores. We who profess to be Christians 
have more pains and hardships, more discon- 
tented minds, more sick in the hospitals, more 
insane in the asylums, more crimes of fraud and 
violence, and more criminals in our jails, accord- 
ing to our population, than any so-called heathen 
nation on the face of the earth. 

The missionaries that are trying to proselyte 
foreign nations were not only judged hypocrites 
by Christ (Matt. 23 : 15) but children of hell. 

St. Matt. 21 : i^.— "My house shall be called 
the house of prayer; but ye have made it a den 
of thieves." 

St. John 12: i8.— ' The word that I have 
spoken, the same shall judge him in the 
last day./' 

History shows that these words of Christ are 
true. Often has the house of God been used as 
a shelter for thieves. The Boston Globe, June 
29, 1900, says: ''Lord Salisbury exposed the 
key to a long story of Britiah treachery and tyr- 
anny, when he remarked recently, in addressing 
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a society for the propagation of the gospel 
abroad, that the missionary is the forerunner 
of the consul, and the consul of the general. 
England's invariable course in initiating her ca- 
reer of looting has been first to land a mis- 
sionary. Whoever will turn back to the dark 
pages which recite the tale of the conquest of 
India, wiU first see a single British ship anchored 
off the coast, putting missionaries ashore. The 
missionary often proved more intent upon trad- 
ing than upon praying. Then followed the reg- 
ular trader. The trader multiplied and then the 
consul appeared. By this time the new settlers 
had managed to pick a quarrel with the heathen. 
This brought the soldier to protect the British in- 
terests, and from this latter step dates the ul- 
timate conquest of the country and all the sub- 
sequent tyranny and robbery. 

** Africa has had substantially this experience. 
England's missionaries were the first to come 
among the dusky heathen in humble garb and 
bearing the gospel. But if you pick out the 
spots first visited by missionaries you have the 
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spots where England has since planted her flag 
and extended her empire. It may be true that 
trade follows the flag, but for purposes of plun- 
der England has never lost sight of the fact that 
the flag follows the missionary." 

But, said Christ, * * Woe unto you, hypocrites, 
that compass sea and land to make proselytes." 
As soon as the coming international war is under 
way, and foreign powers, like China, India and 
South Africa, can break free from foreign hands, 
they will fly at the throats of foreign mission- 
aries. Dying cruelly, they will yet have time 
to hear their conscience say, * * Christ told us of 
this terrible woe; but we followed the serpent, 
like Adam and Eve, instead of the commands of 
Christ." 

I Cor. 10 : SI. — **Give none offense, neither 
to the Jews, nor to the Gentiles, nor to the 
church of God." 

The Interpretation:— Many times we hear it 
said that Christ was quite as much an infidel for 
his time as were Voltaire, Paine and IngersoU. 
But history shows no evidence that Christ ever 
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srave any offense to the church of God. Chriat 
labored and suiFered for the church as President 
Lincoln did for the Union. Nowhere in the 
Bible can you find that Christ attacked the story 
of the creation, the life of Abraham, the teach- 
ings of Moses, the prophecies of Isaiah, or any 
part of the Bible. Neither can you find that 
Christ assailed the house of God. He loved it 
and believed in preserving it as much as Presi- 
dent Lincoln did the Union. But Christ did at- 
tack and BBBai] hypocrites, thieves and liars 
that were using religion as a cloak for their sins 
(John 15 : 22) and the house of God as a den to 
rob poor, enslaved and unlearned humanity 
(Matt. 21 : 18) by keeping them in the darkness 
and fear of superstition. 

The Bible is the best soil of literature, and 
like all good soil, it brings forth a rich crop of 
weeds. Men Uke Voltaire, Paine and IngersoU 
were sincere, but they saw only the weeds of 
rowing in our churches and using re- 
hip as a cloak for their sins and for 
' there was in it But Christ looked 
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beyond the veil that intercepts the infidel vision. 
He saw the wheat of knowledge and humanity 
growing among the tares, and He said, ''let 
both grow together until the harvest/' (Matt. 
13 : 30) . Does that show that Christ was an in- 
fidel for his time? 

I will now go back and take up that pas- 
sage of Scripture again that reads, " Give none 
offense, neither to the Jews nor to the Gentiles. " 
This means that one nationality has as good 
right to liberty, equality and fraternity as 
another, and an equal right to worship God ac- 
cording to the dictation of their own conscience. 
Let no nationality look down upon another, 
' 'neither give any offense to the church of God, '' 
for it is built for the preaching of the gospel. 

St Matt. 6:5, 6. — " When thou prayest, thou 
shalt not be as the hypocrites are; for they love 
to pray standing in the synagogues and in the 
comers of the street, that they may be seen of 
men. * * * * But thou, when thou prayest, 
enter into thy closet, and when thou hast shut 
thy door, pray to thy Father which is in secret.*' 
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It is not possible for even the most ignorant 
to pray in our churches and not know that they 
are doing that which our Holy Bible forbids, 
and cannot look at themselves in any other 
light than being hypocrites. 

/ Cor. H : SJt, 55.— ^' Let your women keep 
silence in the churches: for it is not permitted 
unto them to speak * * * * for it is a shame for 
a woman to speak in the church." 

When Adam and Eve transgressed the com- 
mand of God, did the Lord God accept the ex- 
cuses that they gave? No! they were sentenced 
to suffer the penalty that He forewarned them 
against, (Gen. 2 : 17) their multiplied sorrows 
and their expulsion from the Garden of Eden. 
These female hypocrites, too, that against the 
commands of our Holy Bible, speak in the 
churches, have their sorrows greatly multiplied, 
and will be driven from their homes by the 
greatest revolution that will ever be known to 
history. 

/ Peter U : i7.—'* Judgment must begin at the 
house of God," 
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The Interpretation:— A professor of English 
literature at Princeton University, in an address 
delivered at the commencement of Harvard Uni- 
versity, June 19, 1898, thus explained why judg- 
ment always begins at the house of God. 
"When a social revolution comes, as the conse- 
quence of a social corruption, men will cast out 
the unsalted religion and tread it under foot. 
Was not that what happened in the French Rev- 
olution? What did men care for the religion 
that had failed to curb sensuality and cruelty 
under the oppression of the old regime, the re- 
ligion that had forgotten to deal bread to the 
hungry, to comfort the afflicted, to break every 
yoke and let the oppressed go free? What did 
they care for the religion that had done little or 
nothing to make men understand to love and 
help one another? Nothing. It was the first 
thing they threw away in the madness of their 
revolt and trampled in the mire of their 
contempt.'' 

One has only to read Taine's ' * History of the 
French Revolution'' to know the judgment that 
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must again visit the house of God in the coming 
revolution between capital and labor. The 
crazed and hungry mob dragged the priests, 
ministers and members of the churches from 
their homes, and cruelly tortured and murdered 
them. So will these religious hypocrites pay the 
same penalty. 

THE hypocrite's VERDICT 

Rev. 2 : 2, 7. — **Thou hast tried them which 
say they are apostles, and are not, and hast 
found them liars. He that hath an ear let him 
hear what the spirit saith unto the churches." 



CHAPTER XX 



THE FOUR GREAT BEASTS. 

LOCK 

Danid 7 : S. — "And four great beasts came 
up from the sea, diverse one from another/' 

KEY, MATT. 16 : 19 

Daniel 7 : 17. — ''These great beasts, which 
are four, are four kings.*' 

WITNESS NO. 1, MATT. 18 : 16 

" If a picture of a Lion, a Bear and an Eagle 
were displayed before us, and we were told that 
they were symbols of government now in exist- 
ence, and we had no knowledge of national 
symbols or ensigns, we should be obliged to ex- 
amine those by which the different nations have 
chosen to represent themselves, in order to 
know what governments these emblems sym- 
bolize. Then, as we found that Great Britain 
had adopted the Lion as its symbol, we should 
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readily understand that whenever the Lion was 
displayed upon an ensign, it represented the 
government, and could be properly called * The 
British Lion.' 

* * Then as we looked farther, and found that 
the government of Russia had chosen the Bear, 
and the United States of America the Eagle as 
its symbol and ensign, we should know that 
whenever the Bear was displayed as a symbol, 
it represented the Russian government, and 
whenever the Eagle was displayed it represented 
the government of America; and the familiar 
expression, *The Russian Bear,' and 'The 
American Eagle' are always reminders of the' 
government which these symbols represent." 
— The WorWs Great Empires, page i02, by 
Mrs. L. C. McKinstery. 

NO. 2 

The illustrations of the Russian Bear, the 
British Lion, and the American Eagle, opposite 
page 200, picture the truth. 

NO. 3 

Modern history speaks of Russia as the Russian 
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Bear, England as the British Lion, and of the 
United States as the American Eagle. 

The lock reads that the great beasts (or 
kings) came up from the sea, but the Bible 
gives the interpretation of the word sea in the 
following light: 

Rev. 17:15.—'' The waters which thou sawest, 
where the whore sitteth, are peoples, and mul- 
titudes, and nations, and tongues." 

And Webster's International Dictionary inter- 
prets the meaning of the word *' whore," as 
here used, as signifying *'to worship false 
gods." 

Putting the interpretations together it means 
that there shall come from the nations four 
kings that will worship a false God, the God of 
war. These four kings are going to depend on 
the spirit of war (Exod. 15 : 3) instead of the 
spirit of love (I Jo. 4 : 8) to satisfy their jealous 
and covetous dispositions. 

Matt. 2i : 7, 15. — ** Nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against kingdom; and 
there shall be famines and pestilences. Ye 
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therefore shall see the abomination of desola- 
tion, spoken of by Daniel the prophef 

Daniel 12 : 1.—'* And there shall be a time 
of trouble, such as never was since there was a 
nation." 

These four great kings are going to sacrifice 
millions, yes, hundreds of millions of your 
fathers, husbands and sons, even your mothers, 
wives and sisters, to their gods of war, that 
they are now making gigantic preparations for, 
but it shall cost them not only their own lives, 
but their thrones shall fall never to rise again 
from their ruins ( Jer. 46 : 28) . 

Says the prophet Daniel: **The first beast 
was like a lion, and had eagle's wings. I beheld 
till the wings thereof were plucked and it was 
lifted up from the earth and made to stand upon 
the feet as a man, and a man's heart was given 
to it.'' 

What great nation has adopted for her symbol 
on her seal and ensign the image of a lion? Is it 
not England, one of the greatest nations on the 
face of the earth, and has it not a king for its ruler?

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But, says the great prophet, the lion had 
eagle's wings, and he beheld till the wings 
thereof were plucked. Is not the United States 
known the world over as the American Eagle, 
and has she not adopted for her symbol on her 
seal and ensign tiie image of an eagle? The 
wings of t^e eagle are its strength and power. 
Whence did the United States pluck her power as 
a government? Did not the American Eagle pluck 
her wings of strength from the British Lion? 

The great prophet further said that these 
eagle's wings were ' ' made to stand upon the feet 
as a man, and a man's heart was given to it." 

Is not our United States governed by a man 
instead of a king? Is it not considered every 
man's government, or a government of the peo- 
ple, for the people, and by the people, and is it 
not furthermore true that the reins of our gov- 
ernment are, or are supposed to be, in the hand^f f 
of it« sons of toil, and by their vote they car '■ 
choose their own ruler from their own ranks? /,wm\ 

Is not this ample proof that the eagle's winf«'' '■ ' ''" 
that were plucked from the British Lion repreaeni 
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a government governed by a man instead of 
a king? Furthermore, does not every man 
have a right, by law, to vote according to the 
dictation of his heart, which fulfills the prophecy 
that a man's heart has been given to the eagle's 
wings? 

Daniel 7:5. — "And behold another beast, a 
second like to a bear, and they said thus unto it. 
Arise, devour much flesh." 

This beast that is like unto a bear without 
question represents the * great nation that has 
adopted the bear as its symbol. Russia is known 
and called the world over as the Russian Bear. 
Many times during its late war with Japan she 
was called the Russian Bear in our newspapers, 
and was often pictured as a bear. The prophet 
further states that this bear will arise and de- 
vour much flesh. No ** christian" nation has 

• 

been so cruel, heartless and beastly in its govern- 
ment of its subjects as Russia. Millions of them 
have only holes in the ground for a home, and 
over fifty thousand of these human beings die 
horrible deaths from cold and starvation every 
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year. The prophecy that Russia is to arise and 
devour much flesh, means that she will, in the 
near future, declare war and strew the earth 
with her dead and saturate many a green field 
with human blood, and leave behind mothers, 
wives and little children to die with the agoniz- 
ing pains of starvation. 

Daniel 7 : 6—*' After this I beheld, and Lo! 
another beast like unto a leopard/' 

The leopard was supposed to be the hybrid of 
the lion. As English and German stock are 
kindred, the leopard may be held to stand for 
Germany as fulfilling the prophecy of the third 
beast and king. 

Daniel 7 : 7, ii.—" After this I saw in the 
night visions, and behold, a fourth beast, dread- 
ful and terrible, and strong exceedingly; and it 
was diverse from all the beasts that were before 
it. I beheld, even till the beast was slain, and his 
body destroyed and given to the burning flame. " 

Rev. i : 7.—** The fourth beast was like a fly- 
ing eagle.*' 

The United States is without question the 
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fourth beast It is known the world over as the 
American Eac^le, as found engraved on our gold 
and silver currency and also on the United States 
seal and ensign. The United States is common- 
ly spoken of as the home of the American Eagle. 

The prophet Daniel said that this fourth beast 
was dreadful and terrible. The majority of the 
people now living within the borders of the 
United States are going to see these words, 
** dreadful and terrible" fulfilled in the coming 
struggle between capital and labor. In magni- 
tude and horror of cruelty no revolution in the 
history of the world will bear any comparison to it. 

The prophet said that the fourth beast was 
"strong exceedingly." The United States 
seems to have the most strongly constructed 
government that men ever built. Our constitu- 
tion is a great work of genius; yet it is no 
more infalliable than any other human produc- 
tion. Take the strongest man that you can find, 
one with what we term an iron constitution; is 
that man infalliable? Is he exempt from death? 
No, there are hundreds of ways in which his 
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power may be broken, and quick death come to 
him. What is true of an individual is true of a 
government; although its construction may be 
exceedingly strong, its frame as of adament, yet 
there are many ways by which it could die a 
speedy and dreadful death. 

Daniel also said that this fourth beast was not 
like any of the three beasts that were before it, 
viz. , England, Russia or Germany. Now as the 
reader knows, these three great nations are 
monarchies, while the United States has not a 
monarchial form of government. Under a mon- 
archial government one man is king and all its 
people subjects or servants. They have no voice 
in choosing their ruler. Whether good or bad, a 
king is a king for life unless driven from his 
throne by force of arms. 

The United States is like a corporation where 
every American citizen is an equal stockholder, 
and may be a president and ruler; while the 
men that are elected to office, from the Presi- 
dent down, are only servants for the stockhold- 
ers, and are paid for their services the same as 
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any other servant They can be impeached and 
removed from office without force of arms. 

"The fourth beasf is thus the opposite of 
Engrland, Russia or Germany. These nations 
came into existence before the United States 
did» and the fourth beast is not like the three 
beasts that came before it; which fulfills the 
prophecy. 

The prophet further said that he beheld until 
this fourth beast was slain and bis body de- 
stroyed and given to the burning flame. 

Whatever you may think and believe about 
these prophecies will not change them one jot 
or tittle. It is a historical fact that up to the 
present time this great drama of prophecy has 
been acted out precisely as Daniel wrote it. 

If the reader were attending a historical 
drama at the theatre, and at the beginning of 
the last act he should look over the program and 
find that from the beginning to the last act the 
drama had been true to its program, would it 
not be a weakness of mind to expect that the 
last act would not be equally true? 
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The history of the United States has been true 
to the prophecies of Daniel to the present time, 
and the great prophecies, like the program at 
the theatre, foretell what is to take place during 
the last act of its history. 

Now, then, we will again repeat the prophecy 
on this fourth beast: '*I beheld even until the 
beast was slain, and his body destroyed and 
given to the burning flame/' 

This is the interpretation:— The United States 
as a government will become a total wreck on 
the unmerciful rocks of a terrible revolution 
between capital and labor. The soul of our gov- 
ernment is in the home and home life. Destroy 
the comforts and resources of our homes, cut- 
ting off their supply of food, clothes and shel- 
ter by labor strikes and you have destroyed the 
foundation of any government, and the next 
step in its history is sure to follow. The starv- 
ing mob craves for revenge, and, seeing nothing 
but that which belongs to the rich, they finish 
the last act in giving to the burning flames our 
vast storehouses, factories and beloved homes. 
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England has accepted every opportunity to 
extend her empire. If capital and labor give 
her another opportunity she will seize it, saying 
that the United States are a wreck, and she 
gathers in the salvage for the benefit of suffer- 
ing humanity. 

CONCLUSION 

The writer will interpret the remaining proph- 
ecies of the book of Daniel in other chapters and 
volumes, as they can be best understood in the 
order in which they belong. 

Although these interpretations have been 
given in a brief and rough-hewn way, yet I 
think that no reader, however biassed, can fail 
to understand them. 



CHAPTER XXI 



FORGIVENESS

**We are all wicked.- Therefore, whatever 
we blame in another we shall find in our own 
bosoms. Let us then be forgiving to one 
another for, being of evil inclination ourselves, 

we live in an evil world. One thing alone can

page 3993. 

The writer will begin with the lock. The 
mark that the Lord set upon Cain was a red 
nose. **Ared nose,'' says J. F. Nisbet in his 
work on '* Marriage and Heredity, " page 166, 
** is fatal to a woman's charms, because it signi- 
fies some constitutional defect of a transmissible 
character." A red nose does not signify that 
they who are marked with it, caused it by alco- 
holic drinking; for it is common to see a person 
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disfigured for life with a red nose, who yet does 
not know the taste of any alcoholic drink. But 
it does signify that either the father or the 
grandfather was a slave to the wine cup. 

When Cain feared his fast-increasing enemies, 
the Lord took pity on him. We may fancy that 
He pointed to Cain's red nose, and said that 
Cain was not to blame for what he had done, 
for his defect of character was transmitted to 
him by his parents. Therefore, said the Lord, 
whoever does harm to Cain shall suffer a re- 
morse of conscience seven fold for making 
Cain's road of life any harder. 

Let us now interpret the key, which reads: 

St. Mark 3 : :2*.—** Verily, I say unto you, all 
sins shall be forgiven unto the sons of men, and 
blasphemies wherewith soever they shall blas- 
pheme." 

St John 12 : U8.-'' The word that I have 
spoken, the same shall judge him in the last 
days." 

The Interpretation:— There is no man, though 
he be as sinful as Cain was, but what stands 
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forgiven, according to the teachings of our 
Holy Bible, for whatever sins he has committed. 
Several of our latest works on heredity show 
the reason why all mankind should be forgiven 
their sins. Says the able writer. Riddle, ** Could 
we examine the seed or germ cell in its minutia, 
we would find all of the elements of the plant, 
the animal, or the coming man." Says Dr. 
Straham, "Heredity is that mysterious influ- 
ence which foreordains that the offspi^ng shall 
be in the likeness of its parents. It is one of 
nature's great fundamental laws, and it is uni- 
versal. * * * ' Like father, like son, ' is an old 
sajdng and a true one. Heredity is a law from 
which there is no escaping. * * * Like begets 
like, and whether the particular bent in the par- 
ent be for good or evil, toward health or disease 
of mind or body, it will to a certainty leave its 
mark upon the offspring.*' 

But Christ spoke that great truth almost two 
thousand years ago when he said, ' ' Every tree 
is known by his own fruit." Modem science as 
well as the Bible shows the reason why mankind 
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are not held responsible for what they have done 
or what they are doing. Would you hold a this- 
tle, thorn, or some deadly poisonous fruit re- 
sponsible for what it is? Neither should any 
one be so ignorant as to hold the human fruit 
responsible for sin. The thief behind the prison 
bars, the prostitute walking our streets or the 
murderer hanging by a rope, are no more re- 
sponsible for their course in life than a shark, 
vulture or lion for theirs. But, says the reader, 
are we to understand that we cannot change our 
natural-born characteristics? That is just what 
the Bible, the writer, and modern science mean. 
The truth of this passage has never been ques- 
tioned by the intellectual lights of modem times: 

Jere. 13 : 23. — ' ' Can the Ethiopian change 
its skin, or the leopard his spots? Then may ye 
also do good, that are accustomed to do evil.*' 

The Interpretation:— (Matt. 18 : 16).

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Thousands of young human plants have been 
taken from orphans' homes and given as good a 
soil of love, virtue and careful training as mother 
earth affords, yet when they reach manhood and 
womanhood, they turn to vice and crime as nat- 
urally as a cat hunts a mouse or a shepherd dog 
takes to his duties on the hillside. It's an old 
saying, but true, that what's bom and bred in 
the flesh and blood will sooner or later show 
itself. 

We have a historic record of this truth that 
has hung upon the walls of time, undisputed for 
almost six thousand years, it is the picture of 
the greatest power we know— the Lord Himself 
trying to turn an evil disposition into a good one. 
I quote again: 

THE ANCIENT PICTURE 

Geitesis 4 : 6, 7, 8. — *' The Lord said unto Cain: 
Why art thou wroth? If thou doest well, shalt 
thou not be accepted? And if thou doest not 
well, sin lieth at the door. And unto thee shall 
be his desire, and thou shalt rule over him. And 
Cain talked with Abel in the field and slew him. " 
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When the Lord saw Cain's evil intention 
toward his brother, the Lord did all that was 
within His power to turn Cain from the paths of 
evil by offering him the most coveted ransom 
that the evil enjoy, that of being ruler. ** Thou 
shaltrule over*' thy brother Abel. The Lord 
tried to frighten him into modifjring his evil na- 
ture by showing him the punishment that he 
would have to suffer, if he carried out his evil 
intention, but the Lord's efforts were all in vain. 
He showed to all mankind that it was not within 
His power or any earthly power to change the 
natural-bom nature of any human plant. 

The Bible and modern science agree that you 
cannot change an evil disposition into one of 
good, any more than you can change a misejr 
into a spendthrift, or make a natural-born musi- 
cian forget his love for music, or a genius of art 
his love for art, or change the skin of the Ethio- 
pian or the spots of the leopard. In other words, 
it is not within our power to alter our natural- 
born characteristics for we had no part in their 
make-up. It is just and right for all sinners to 
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know that they are forgiven, whether they ask 
it or not. Those that are lying on their death 
bed thinking they are going to be punished for 
their sins as soon as they close their eyes, should 
be given a Bible or should hear the following 
Scripture read: 

Jere, 33 : 8. — *' And I will cleanse them from 
all their iniquity, whereby they have sinned 
against me, and I will pardon all their iniquities, 
whereby they have sinned, and whereby they 
have sinned against me.'* 

This passage agrees with what Christ said to 
the thief on the cross: "Today shalt thou be 
with me in Paradise.'' All thieves and sinners 
that have passed the gates of death have gone 
to paradise; death has cleansed them; no father 
or mother will be separated from their children, 
nor the children from their parents; but will 
pass the gates of death forgiven and cleansed of 
all their iniquities. Were it not so, no one 
would be saved in the life beyond the grave, for 
our Bible says that there is none good, none 
righteous, none just, none free from sin. 
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St Mark 10 : 18.—" And Jesus said unto him. 
Why callest thou me good? there is none good 
but one, that is God." 

Rom. S : 10. — "There is none righteous, no, 
not one." 

Ecd. 7 : SO. — "For there is not a just man up- 
on earth, that doeth good and sinneth not" 

I Kings 8 : 46.— "For there is no man that 
sinneth not" 

IJohn:! : 8. — "If we say that we have no 
sin, we deceive ourselves, and the truth is not 
in us." 

Christ made a test of these passages of Scrip- 
ture, to show that no one was free from sin, 
when he said to the priest: 

St John 8 :7, 9. — "He that is without sin 
among you, let him first cast a stone at her. 
And they which heard it, being convicted by 
their conscience, went out one by one, and Jesus 

a man, woman or child, that 
ioy, I am free from sin, I have 
that was within my reach. I 
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have never wandered away from the ten com- 
mandments, not even for one short hour, nor 
shall I again in my life have a thought of covet- 
ousness, jealousy or pride? That person has 
never yet been born, and no one can say that 
such a person ever will be bom. 

I will close the chapter by calling the reader's 
attention to a few of the many passages that tell 
us that we are all forgiven by God. 

/ John 2 : j(;2.— ''I write unto you, little chil- 
dren, because your sins are forgiven you." 

Isaiah 33 : 2J^.—*' And the inhabitant shall 

not say, I am sick: the people that dwell therein 

shall be forgiven their iniquity.*' 

Luke 7;^.— "And he said unto her, Thy 
sins are forgiven.'* 

The coming great crisis that will nearly sweep 
mankind from the face of the earth will be 
caused by the wish, desire and works of man- 
kind and not of God.

Rev. 21 : J^, 5, ^. — ''And God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes: and there shall be no 
more death, neither sorrow, nor crying, neither 
shall there be any more pain; for the former 
things are passed away. Behold, I make all 
things new. And I will give unto him that is 
athirst of the fountain of the water of life 
freely.'' 

The great genius, Thomas A. Edison, recently 
said: ''You can't beat nature. Just give it a 
chance, and it beats all the medicines in the 
world." 

The great authoress, Lois Waisbrooker, has 
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recently published a book that will make her name 
famous for all time, entitled, "The Fountain of

CHAPTER VIII 



LAW AND KEY TO HEREDITY 

Rev. S :7y 5.—** He that is true, he that hath 
the key of David, he that openeth, and no man 
shutteth; and shutteth and no man openeth. 
Behold I have set before thee an open door, and 
no man can shut it." 

In a few words King David gave the key to the 
unchangeable and unavoidable law of heredity. 
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Modem science has discovered the same key, and 
with this key of knowledge the writer will unlock 
the door of ignorance, and no man can shut it 
against the wicked giving birth to happy, con- 
tented and loving children.
